DYESTUFF IMPORTS CONTROL BY 
EXTENSION OF WAR TRADE BOARD 
ACTIVITY—REVIEW OF ATTEMPTS 
TO PROTECT AMERICAN INDUSTRY 
FROM GERMAN COMPETITION. 





Incomplete as has been the action of Congress in 
the session just closed toward the granting of pro- 
tection of one form or another to the American dye- 
stuffs manufacturing industry, through its failure to 
enact the Longworth measure or any similar legis- 
lation with identical or other purpose, the industry 
as a whole will undoubtedly feel slightly more con- 
fdence—though it be but temporary—as a result 
of the last-minute act of Congress in passing a provi- 
sion extending the control over dyestuffs imports by 
the War Trade Board section of the State De- 
partment. 


This control by the War Trade Board will last 
util January 15 next, by which time it is the hope 
of Congress—not to mention the industry—that some 
form of adequate and permanent legislation will have 

been enacted. While the measure is but “half a 
loaf,” it is better than “‘no loaf at all,” to paraphrase 
ie @ Well worn expression. 


Its passage is taken to indicate that Congress, de- 
wpite all of the expressions of opposition in one form 
ot another to licensing, tariff or other protection for 
the industry, does realize beneath the surface of its 
outward manifestations of hostility that there is a real 
need for some kind of aid to the industry which has 

en so creditably built up as a result of a war

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tect until such time as it could go out into the open 
market, not alone of the United States, but of the 
world, and meet the German manufacturers on their 
own basis of competition. 

To do this, it was realized, much time was neces- 
sary, and while all in the industry wished for the re- 
tur of peace as heartily as any others, it was rec- 
ognized that the longer the war continued the 
greater the prospects would be that the American 
dyestuffs industry would eventually be rounded out 
into a self-contained one capable of withstanding any 
and all competition. But the sudden cessation of the 
conflict found the industry still unprepared to meet 
the German manufacturers with their cheaper made 
goods in an unprotected market, though the work of 
development remaining to be done was small as 
compared with the biggest of the entire work under- 
tsken to build up a fully developed American 
industry. 

To do this remaining work the manufacturers 
knew further time would be required and they ac- 
cordingly asked that Congress take some suitable 
action either in the form of a licensing system to 
keep the Germans from flooding the market with 
cheaply made goods at cut rates or through a pro- 
tective tariff. Both of these ideas were incorporated 
in the Longworth bill, though that was essentially a 
tariff measure with the licensing feature added. 

However, there were and still are many Con- 
gressional representatives who voiced their opposition 
to a continuation of licensing systems after the ces- 
setion of war. On the other hand, there were and 
are many opponents to tariff regulation of the kind 
proposed in the measure. It was impossible to com- 
pose the differences of the opposing elements, with 
the result that the Longworth bill, upon which the 
dyestuffs manufacturers of the country had more or 
less pinned their hopes, was laid to rest in the last 
session of Congress, not to come up again for final 
action until some time in the coming session. 

It was because of the uncertainty of the time 
when the Longworth measure would be placed upon 
the statute books that the Chemical Foundation, 
Inc., and Alien Property Custodian Garvan, at the 
request of the textile interests of the country, re- 
quested and obtained the licensing by the War 
Trade Board of certain imports of vat dyes, the 
production of which was one branch of the industry 
which the manufacturers here had not yet success- 
fully completed and for time to develop which they 
were asking protection of Congress. This licensing of 
vat dyes was subsequently followed by the issuance 
of licenses for other classes of dyes not manufactured 
in the United States. It is a continuation of this 
licensing which Congress has sanctioned, the sanc- 
tion being necessary by virtue of the fact that the 
act under which the War Trade Board came into 
being will become ineffective on January | next or 
because of the possibility that a Presidential Procla- 
mation declaring the war over might be made and 
automatically put the Board out of official existence. 

It is a coincidence that the act of Congress pro- 
longing the life of the War Trade Board with regard 
to dyestuffs imports should have occurred in the same 
week in which Dr. Charles H. Herty returned from 
abroad after an extensive trip for the purpose of ob- 
taining sufficient vat dyes from Germany to enable 
American textile interests to keep their industries go- 
ing until the American manufacturers shall have 
been able successfully to place American made vat 
dyes in the market. No announcement has been 
made as to the success of Dr. Herty’s trip, but it is 
interesting to reflect that the original necessity for 
the sending abroad of Dr. Herty as a special vat 
dye purchasing commissioner of the United States 
Government arose through the pronounced opposi- 
tion and eventual refusal of leaders in both the Sen- 
ate and the House to allow the naming of repara- 
tion commissioners to represent the United States at 
the Economic Conference in Paris, for the purpose 
of obtaining imports of such German dyestuffs and 
chemicals as were not made in the United States. 

An idea of the progress made by the American 
manufacturers of dyestuffs, together with a review of 
the dyes that it might be needed to import until such 
time as American producers can turn them out suc- 
cessfully, was given not long ago in a report of the 
Chemical Foundation, Inc., which stated that Amer- 


ican producers were successfully producing 219 of 


nurter 
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the coal-tar dyes and colors imported before the war. 
This number comprises the majority of dyestuffs in 
heaviest demand. Many of the total of 910 dyes 
were unimportant as regarded quantity consumption. 
Of the total number American manufacturers have 
succeeded in commercially producing close to 400, 
net to mention the production of the intermediates 
necessary for the manufacture of the finished dyes 
and colors, American makers having developed the 
production of 196 of these intermediates. 

These manufacturers have stated repeatedly that 
their development plans have progressed considerably 
toward the making of the remainder of these dye- 
stuffs, but that they wanted a little longer to com- 
plete them, asking, therefore, the aid outlined above. 
In view of the failure of Congress to give it to them, 
it may be said that the extension of the period of con- 
tiol of imports by the War Trade Board until Jan- 
uary 15 is a step in the right direction, if nothing 
more. It may further be added that it is hoped that 
Congress will have found time and ability to pass 
permanent regulations over German or other foreign 
made dyestuffs imports before that temporary con- 
trol by the War Trade Board has passed.

THE MARKET FOR MENTHOL— 
STRONG STATISTICAL POSITION 
BASED UPON SMALL STOCKS, DE- 
CREASED NEW CROP AND sIN- 
CREASED CONSUMPTION—WHAT IS 


THE JAPANESE CARRY-OVER? 








Of the many striking situations presented in the 
drug market at this time, there is probably none of 
greater interest to the drug trade in general than that 
shown in the market for menthol. This particular 
item just now shows an exceptionally strong statistical 
position, with high prices prevailing and stocks en- 
tirely inadequate to meet the steadily increasing con- 
suming demand. While traders in this item state 
that they have never before known prices to be so 
high as they are at present, they are preparing for 
even higher prices after the turn of the year. The 
reasons given are many. 

To begin with, it is stated that Japanese growers 
of menthol, who are, incidentally, the only growers 
of menthol in the world just now, have found it more 
profitable for some time past to raise food, chiefly 
peas and beans, than to raise menthol. Consequently, 
they have been steadily reducing their menthol acre- 
age while increasing the patches of beans and peas. 
On the other hand, consumers of menthol through- 
out the world have been enlarging their use of men- 
thol for one thing and another. The inevitable has 
therefore happened apparently and the time-worn 
law of supply and demand has had its sway, with 
the result that as the stocks available for consumers 
have decreased, prices for goods offered have in- 
creased. The latter is the obvious situation. 

There is, however, an element of doubt about the 
matter. This doubt is based upon the notoriously 
poor information which is forthcoming from Japan 
and the producing and controlling interests there as 
to exactly what reserve stocks of menthol they are 
carrying over from one season to another. Fairly ac- 
curate information is obtained each season as to the 
crop, and there are figures generally accepted as reli- 
able as to the exports of menthol from Japan. Also, 
there are more or less accurate estimates obtainable 
as to the consumption of the product in Japan. It 
would seem, therefore, that with such figures or esti- 
mates at hand, a fairly accurate knowledge of the 
carry-over of stocks would be available each year te 
the trade. Such is, unfortunately, not the case, be- 
cause of the fact that Japanese interests which con- 
trol the market do not and have not in the past made 
public the figures of their carry-over, while at the 
same time the final crop figures are never such as 
could be regarded as accurate within the full mean- 
ing of that word. 

Thus traders in the drug market of the United 
States who specialize or deal in menthol are just now 
handicapped by the lack of knowledge as to what 
stocks are now being held in Japan as surplus from 
last year’s crop. Estimates which have been re- 
ceived here as to the forthcoming, or 1919, crop 
place the yield of crude oil at 260,000 pounds. 
When this has been distilled, approximately 2.000 
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cases, of 60 pounds each, of menthol will be ob- 
tained. Thus the estimated yield of menthol from 
the 1919 crop will be about 120,000 pounds. 


The tremendous decrease in the new crop men- 


thol that these figures represent is easily seen by a 
comparison with merely the exports of menthol from 
Japan in the last six years, production figures for 
those six years not being available. These exports 
were 312,840 pounds in 1918, 331,320 in 1917, 
509,520 pounds in 1916, 429,000 in 1915, 355,- 


080 in 1914 and 306,240 in 1913. 


A further indication of the statistical strength of 
this market is to be noted in the consumption of 
menthol. While figures are not available at this time 
showing the exact consumption, all reliable reports 
from the consuming centers of the world show that 
many new uses for the product have been found and 
enlarged, while at the same time use of the material 
in older manufacturing processes has steadily grown. 
Consequently, more and more menthol has been put 
into use each year. It is expected that this increase 
will be proportionately larger in the coming year, 


therefore. 


Figures of consumption of menthol generally ac- 
cepted as accurate place the normal amount used by 
the Japanese themselves at 1,250 cases of 60 
pounds, or 75,000 pounds annually, while conti- 
nental Europe uses up approximately 426,000 
pounds, or 7,100 cases, each year. Of the produc- 
tion the balance is usually regarded as being taken 
by the United States and England. Just what pro- 
portion of the balance goes to England cannot be 
saio here for lack of the figures, but statistics place 
the quantities brought into the United States at | 72,- 
45C pounds in 1918, 172,767 in 1917, 145,203 
in 1916, 11,020 in 1915, 27,962 in 1914 and 


49,896 in 1913. 


The difference in the figures for 1913 and for 
1918 may be regarded as aptly showing the tre- 
mendous increase in the consumption of menthol 
which has taken place in the United States, not to 
mention what it may have been or will be in Europe 
and other parts of the world. These figures of im- 
ports of menthol to the United States from Japan 
will give a good idea of what the future of the mar- 


OBITUARIES. 
EDWARD H. BUEHLER 


Edward H. Buehler, of Chicago, one 
of the pioneer drug commission men of 
the Middle West, and formerly connected 
with some of the largest concerns in the 
East, died November 12 at Harrisburg, 
Penn., while on a visit to the home of 
his sister. He was 75 years of age. 

Born at Philadelphia, he removed to 
Harrisburg when six years of age and 
there received his education. Ten years 
later he returned to Philadelphia and 
was employed by Blair & Wyeth. When 
the firm of John Wyeth & Bro. was es- 
tablished shortly after his arrival in 
Philadelphia he engaged with them and 
remained in their employ until 1865, when 
he associated himself with W. H. 
Schieffelin & Co. of New York. He rep- 
resented the Schieffelin firm for many 
years in Western territory and was in 
charge of their Western office in 1881. 

In 1886 he opened a drug commission 
house in Chicago, one of the first to be 
established in the West. For many 
years he made his home in Evanston, Ill. 

Mr. Buehler was a member of an old 
Pennsylvania family and a brother of 
tear Admiral William Buehler, who died 
a month ago. 


J. HOUGH COTTMAN 


The. death of Henry S. Zell, treasurer 
of the American Agricultural Chemical 
Co. at a Baltimore hospital on Novem- 
ber 11 has been closely followed by that 
of another fertilizer man of that city. 
The latest decedent was J. Hough Cott- 
man, senior member of the firm of J. H. 
Cottman & Co., fertilizer and chemical 
brokers with offices in the Keyser Build- 
ing, and widely known in the trade.

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AETNA EXPLOSIVES 
RUMOR DENIED 


President Odell Says Company 
Will Continue Manufacture of 
Powder—Business Steadily 
Improving 


Reports current in the market to the 
effect that the Aetna Explosives Co. was 


about to discontinue the manufacture of 
powder were denied during the week by 


3enjamin LB. Odell, president of the com- 
pany. Mr. Odell states that the rumors 
that the Aetna company had disposed of 
and would enter the 





its powder plants 

banking business were absolutely un- 
founded. Continuing, Mr. Odell said :— 
The fact of the matter is that the Aetna 
company’s properties are not in the market 
for sale and that the only sales that have 
been made of property have been of plants 
which were used during the war exclusively 


for manufacturing products for use of the gov- 
ernment. 


The management of the company, taking 
cognizance of these rumors and believing that 
without refutation they might prove harmful 


to the business, has authorized me to make a 
general denial. It is the intention of the com- 


pany to continue its business of manufactur- 
ing explosives that are used in the various 
mining and other industries, in other words 
the peace products of the explosives business 
such as dynamite, blasting caps and similar 
products for which there is a constant and 
growing demand. 

Since the termination of the war business 
has shown most gratifying results and the 


returns are most satisfactory to those who are 
most interested as stockholders. : 
It is the purpose of the company to use its 
surplus cash in other business enterprises that 
have an Accepted and seasoned value or for 
investment in securities that have such a value 
that would commend them to prudent inves- 


tors. This is the present situation of the 
Aetna company and the only basis for the 
rumors that it is to engage in the banking 
business is perhaps that its surplus is being 


used in that direction as I have indicated. 


CEMENT MERGER 


Big Consolidation with Output of 
3,000,000 Barrels Yearly 
Announced 


The consolidation of important cement 
producers in Cuba, Argentina, Uruguay 
and Texas, to be known as the interna- 
tional Cement Company, with an author- 
ized capital of 400,000 shares of no par 
value, has been announced by the bank- 
ing firm of Hayden, Stone & Co., of this 
city. The companies to be merged are 
th Cuban Portland Cement Corporation, 
the International Portland Cement Cor- 
poration, Compania Uruguay de Cemento 
Portland, and the ‘Texas Portland Cement 
Company. 

These concerns have a_ capacity of 
3,000,000 barrels per annum, of which 
1,500,000 belond to the Texas company, 
whose two plants are located in Dallas 
and Houston. The Uruguay property has 
a capacity of 300,000 barrels per year, 
the Cuban property 500,000 barrels, while 
the Argentine company is equipped to 
manufacture 800,000 barrels yearly. The 
newly formed International company will 
be a holding company controlling a ma- 
jority of the stocks of the four concerns 
above mentioned. About 167,000 shares 
of its stock have already been issued 
for the controlling stock ownership of 
the subsidiary companies. 

Approximately 100,000 shares are re- 
served for the exchange of the outstand- 
ing minority shares of the four compa- 
nies to be merged, while approximately 
33,000 shares have been set aside to take 
care of the exchange o1 the $1,000,000 6 
per cent. notes of the Cuban Portland Ce- 
ment Corporation. This consolidation has 
been effected privately, it is understood, 
by the majority stockholders of each com- 
pany. Th minority stockholders are to 
be given an opportunity to convert on 
the same basis. 





Lamar Chemical Works Dissolution 
to Be Considered by Stockholders 


There will be a special meeting of the 
stockholders of the Lamar Chemical 
Works at the offices of the company, 50 
East Forty-first street, New York city, 
on Saturday, December 6, at 2. p m. At 
this meeting the following measures will 
be considered :—A proposal that the com- 
pany be dissolved, and a proposal to 
ratify all action taken by the directors 
and officers of the company since its 
organization.

IS INDORSED BY N. P. O. & V. A. 





Circular Mailed by Special Committee to Members Advocates 
Boosting Measure Pending Possibility of Senate 
Committee Restrictions 


Members of the National Oil, Paint and 


Varnish Association are receiving 
through the mails a circular commend- 
ing the Good bill which is designed to

This action has the hearty commend- 
ation of a large number of members of 
the N. P., O. & V. A., and is directly in 
line with the resolution passed at the 
recent convention § at White Sulphur 
Springs, Va., which was printed in the 
special number of the Oil, Paint and 


Drug Reporter devoted to convention 
matters. 

The circular now being mailed by the 
Special Committee on National Budget, 


follows :— 


The National Budget. 





The National House of Representatives has 
respenie] to the nation-wide demand for a 
national oadget system to intelligently and 


economically administer the revenues and ex- 
penditures of the nation on a business basis 
and to make annually an independent audit 
of government accounts, as indicated in the 
report of your committee submitted at the 
White Sulphur Springs convention, and we are 
pleased to report the House, on October 21, 
passed what is known as the Good bill No. 
9783, which bill is now in the hands of a 
special budget committee of the Senate. 

The Good bill was submitted to the House by 
the special budget committee of the House 
following public hearings during which many 
prominent business men, ex-President Taft, 
ex-members of the Taft and Roosevelt cab- 
inets and members of the Committee on a Na- 
tional Budget of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the U. S. A. and experts on budget systems 
now in full operation in many of the States 
and principal cities of the Union attended. 
THE IMPERATIVE NEED OF A BUDGET. 

There is no question before the American 
people of greater importance than the adop- 
tion of a budget system for the Federal Gov- 
ernment. It is idle to talk of economy in ap- 


propriations so long as an executive budget 
plan is evaded. Economy of the most rigid 
kind is going to be an issue in the United 


States for many years to come, until the tax- 
payers are relieved from the burden of the 
cost of the war. Ten years, twenty years, a 
generation, who knows how long it will be? 
In the course of his remarks to the House 
Appropriations Committee recently Secretary 
Glass said:— 

“The processes employed ‘in framing and 
passing public buildings and river and harbor 


bills lead to a great waste of the money of 
the people. The continuance of the United 
States Government’s activities where they are 
not needed, whether these activitis be army 
posts or sub-treasuries or hospitals, would 
have scant consideration in a real business 
budget submitted by a finance minister, duly 


empowered by law, and managed through Con- 
gress by a single committee under rules of 
limitation imposed by the Congress on itself.’’ 

Secretary Glass warns the country that there 
will be a deficit of $1,000,000,000 in the cur- 
rent fiscal year, and therefore, if Congress 
authorized unnecessary drafts upon the Treas- 
ury, demands of any magnitude, there will be 
another Liberty Loan. With a budget system 
in operation Congress would not venture to add 
to the appropriations’ total asked for by the 
President, after consulting the departments, 
a billion or two of dollars for any purpose not 
approved by the sober judgment of the people. 
There would be much less ‘‘logrolling’’ and 
probably no ‘“‘raids’’ upon the treasury for po- 
litical reasons. If the present Congress is in 
earnest about adopting a budget system, no 
obstacles will be put in the way of the pas- 
sage of the Good bill, now in committee, with 
any amendments necessary to perfect it. 

The subject has been discussed so much that 
there will not be any excuse for time-killing 
debate. The budget cannot become a factor 
in the national economy too soon, 

A copy of the bill has been carefully exam- 
ined by your committee and provides for a 
national budget system and independent audit 
of government accounts and for other pur- 
poses. 

The bill proposes a plan for a government 
budget system consisting of a budget bureau 
and an accounting department in charge of a 
comptroller general. The bureau would be es- 
tablished in the office of the President and 
would be in charge of a director. 

The bureau would have two functions—one to 
conduct investigations and to co-ordinate data 
from the various executive departments of the 
government concerning the preparation and 
transmission to Congress of estimates of appro- 


priations, financial data, etc., the other to 
assist the President in the preparation of a 
budget. The results of investigations made 


by the bureau would be submitted to Congress 
by the President with such recommendations 
as he might deem appropriate. 

BUDGET. 

The bill requires the President to transmit 
to Congress on the first day of each regular 
session after the calendar year 1919 a docu- 
ment to be known as a budget and to contain 
(1) balanced statements of the revenues and 
expenditures for the preceding fiscal year, (2) 
of the resources and liabilities at the close of 
the year, (3) estimates of revenues and ex- 
penditures (a) for the current fiscal year and 
(b) of the revenues and expenditures needed 
for the ensuing fiscal year. 

After June 30, 1920, no estimate or request 
for appropriations and no recommendation as 
to how the revenue needs of the government 
are to be met is to be submitted to Congress 
by any executive officer of the government 
except the President unless at the request of 
either House of Congress. 

ACCOUNTINGS DEPARTMENT. 


On July 1, 1920, there would be created an 
accounting department, in charge of an official 
to be known as the comptroller general. This 
official (and an assistant comptroller general) 
would be appointed by the President and con- 
firmed by the Senate, would hold office during 
good behavior. The procedure for their re- 
moval from office is explicit—by resolution of 
both Houses of Congress, after hearing, but 
only for inefficiency, neglect to duty or mal- 
feasance in office or by impeachment. The 
offices of Comptroller and Assistant Comptroller 
of the Treasury are abolished, effective July 
1, 1920. 

COMPTROLLER GENERAL. 

This official is authorized to investigate mat- 
ters relating to the receipts and expenditure 
of public funds and to submit to Congress at 
the beginning of each regular session a report 
on the work of the accounting department, 


with recommendations as to legislation deemed 
prompt 


necessary to facilitate rendition and 


settlement of government accounts. All 
branches of the executive departments of the 
government would be required to furnish the 
comptroller general with such information as 
he may require and allow him or his repre- 
sentatives access to books, papers, files, rec- 
ords, documents, etc. The comptroller general 
would also report to Congress all expenditures 
or contracts made by department heads in ex- 
cess of their appropriations and in violation 
of law. He might also submit recommenda- 
tions looking to greater economy in government 


expenditures The civil service is to establish 
an eligible register for accountants for the 
accounting department Examination of appli- 
cants is to be based upon questions approved 
by the comtroller general. 

We are not prepared to say what action or 
what changes or restrictions the Senate may 
make in the Good bill, but we believe the bill 
‘fills the bill,’ and until your committee calls 


for help, we recommend an attitude of *‘watch- 
ful waiting.’’ The bill is a business man’s 
bill and the taxpayers who are paying the 
bills will have good cause for congratulation 
in the final enactment of the bill. 

This committee is indebted to a large num- 
ber of our membership for the splendid co- 
operation extended, and, as we expected, our 
members when fully aroused are steadfast and 
energetic in what may be the greatest good for 
the greatst number.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 
Daniel C. Roper, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, has expressed gratifica- 
tion at the compliance by the people gen- 
erally with the provisions of the prohibi- 
tion enforcement act during the first two 

weeks of its effect. 





“My confidence in the desire of the 
American people to observe the law is 
being fully justified,’’ said Commissioner 


Roper. “The law-breaking element is 
small and growing less.” 

He declared that the recent appeal to 
all moral agencies to support the gov- 
ernment and aid in the enforcement of 
the law has brought forth real assistance 
from every quarter. 

It was learned at the Internal Revenue 
Bureau today that John F. Kramer, pro- 
hibition commissioner in charge of the 
enforcement of the war-time prohibition 
act and the prohibition constitutional 
aniendment, entered today upon the dis- 
charge of his duties. His offices are at 
the Hooe building, this city. 


ALCOHOL DISAPPEARED 


Subsequently Five Men Are Anested 
by Revenue Agents in Brooklyn 
Chemical Plant 


Five men were arrested on Tuesday, 
Nov. 18, in connection with the disap- 
pearance of thirty-eight barrels of non- 
beverage alcohol from the plant of the 
Union Chemical Co., at 391 Atlantic ave- 
nue, Brooklyn. The arrests were made 
by United States Revenue Agents Oden- 
thal and Foy. The men are charged with 
removing the 38 barrels of alcohol with- 
out required revenue stamps being 4 
tached and later converting it into bever- 
age alcohol. 


Agents of the Revenue Bureau claim 
that the alcohol is the same as that use 
for beverage purposes excepting that It 
is sold at 190 proof and may be had # 
$4.80 per gallon. ‘They state that it ® 
comparatively easy to reduce it to 80 0 
90 proof and sell it to the liquor trade 
as high as $40 per gallon. =

Internal Difficulties, Higher Cost 


of Production, Foreign Competi- 


tion and Lack of Raw Materia!s Factors to 
Be Overcome 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 
The following excerpts from press re- 
ports in Germany relative to the profits 
of German dye companies was recently 
received from Commercial Attache Paul 
L. Edwards, The Hague, Netherlands. 
The proposed removal of the Badische 
works from Mannheim to Ludwigshaven 
together with a resume of the profits of 
the company during the past two years 
is given. The report in full follows:— 


At the annual meeting of the Badische share- 
holders a dividend of 12 per cent. was de- 
clared (as compared with 2U per cent. for the 
previous year). The management reported that 
the first ten months of 1918 had been quite 
satisfactory as far as the activity of the fac- 
tory is concerned, but the income from sales 
had not kept pace with the increased costs of 
operations. The last two months of the year, 
however, brought disaster. 

First the war orders were canceled; then, in 
the latter part of November, the Ludwigshaven 
and Oppau factories had to be partially closed 
down on account of lack of coal. From that 
time to the present, for one reason or another, 
the Ludwigshaven factory has not been able 
to resume full operation. Much the same con- 
ditions have also prevailed at the Merseburg 
(Prussian Saxony) factory, where a strike oc- 
curred in December, 1918, and where supplies 
of coal have been exceedingly uncertain. Costs 
of operation and production have increased to 
such an extent that an increase in price is 
imperative 

During the past year the work of extending 
and improving the Oppau and Merseburg fac- 
tories has not progressed satisfactorily, owing 
to a lack of a sufficient quantity of suitable 
labor. It is hoped that the full productive 
capacity of the Oppau factory will be reached 
by the end of 1919, and of the Merseburg fac- 
tory by the beginning of 1921.

QUEBRACHO LOG EXPORTS 


From Argentina Steadily Decrease 
Since 1914—Shipments of 
Extract Gain 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 


The export or quebracho logs from Ar- 
gentina is notably decreasing, according 
to a recent report received by the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce from 
Consul General W. Henry Robertson at 
Buenos Aires, who states that the decline 


has been steady since the start of the 
war in 1914. Mr. Robertson says this 
can be plainly seen from the following 


ficures, representing each export from this 
country during the first eight months of 
each of the years from 1914 to 1919, in- 
clusive :—1914, 265,182 tons; 1915, 98,239; 
1916, 74.779: 1917, 75,790; 1918, 7,646, and 
1919, 3,004 tons. 

The export of these 
tire year 1914-1918, inclusive, 
as follows:—1914, 276,127 tons; 
178,643 1916, 101,711; 1917, 108,945, 
1918, 846,000 tons. 

The cause of the decrease has undoubt- 
edly been the high freights for shipping 
such an article overseas from the begin- 
ning of 1915 to date. In 1919, when the 
freight rates fell considerably, the ex- 
portation of quebracho logs was _ never- 
theless impeded by the high price for 
the logs in this market arising from the 
greatly increased consumption of que- 
bracho wood in this country as a substi- 
tute for coal and fuel oil. The great in- 
crease in the use of the logs for making 
quebracho extract has also affected the 
shipments of logs. 

The following figures show the exports 
of quebracho extra from this country 
during the first eight months of the years 
1914-1919, inclusive, as well as each of 
the complete years 1914-1918 :—

This resisting of the export demand 
js not a pleasant task for producers. It 
is realized that England and Europe 
are both in desperate need of paint 
and that they must try to get the same 
from this country. But on the prin 
ciple of “America first ’ the little 
home buyers have first chance at the 
supply, Which is insufficient for both 
domestic and export demand. It is 
hoped that the new price will enable 
enlargement of production facilities 
and result in great supplies. 

The dry color market is also faced 
with rising costs of basic materials 
and a strong demand, all of which have 
decided bullish influence. However, 
few price changes were recorded this 
week. Iron blues maintained the five- 
cent advance of the week before. 

Prices on baryies are temporarily 
withdrawn, but producers say that they 
have plans in hand for enlarged pro- 
duction, which will furnish all the 
barytes that America and exporters 
need when the work of development is 
finished. The large fields in Missouri, 
added to the newly discovered rich de- 
posits in the Southern states, are far 
more valuable than is generally sup- 
posed,

PIG LEAD.—The growing firmness of 
the lead market enabled outside dealers 
to make sales at 6.80c. per pound, 
though the leading interests quoied 
6.70@6.75c. for New York and the same 
figure for East St. Louis.

RED LEAD.—The price advance will 
not affect the demand for red lead 
which is abnormally great in spite of 
the steel strike. Building contractors 
are ignoring the strike so far as pos- 
sible, but even though their operations 
should be seriously interfered with the 
need for recovering of paint surfaces 
would absorb all the production that 
is possible. Quotations are: Red lead, 
dry, in casks, is quoted at 10% @10%c.

ORANGE MINERAL.—Producers are 
occupied now in filling old orders and 
say that they will not catch up with 
demand for a long time if consumers’ 
requirements continue as they are ex- 
pected to. Price advances are not 
prophesied by producers though they 
say that if costs of production continue 
to mount that advances may be forced. 
Quotations are still 134%@13%c. a 
pound. 

LITHOPONE.—None of the pig- 
ments are maintaining a firmer market 
than lithopone and while producers 
have accepted some contract orders for 
the first quarter at the present prices 
they refuse to say that an upward 
movement is out of the question. The 
necessity of so much interior renovat- 
ing of offices which were to a certain 
extent neglected during the war years 
is one reason for the strong demand. 
The price still is 7c. per pound in car- 
load lots. 

ZINC OXIDE.—All grades of zinc 
oxide are sought for eagerly and the 
market is firmer than it has been at 
any time since the last price changes. 
Following are the quoted prices on the 
different grades:—French process, red 
seal, 9lc.; green seal, 10%c.; white 
seal, 1114c. Leaded grades:—Commer- 
cial lead free, 9@9%c.; 5 per cent. lead

While prices remained practically 
unchanged in the dry color market this 
week the increasing firmness enabled 
some sales above regular quotations. 
Producers are trying to resist the 
pressure of increasing demand and ris- 
ing production costs but these bullish 
influences are causing much gossip of 
advances. It is generally felt, how- 
ever, that advances will not occur un- 
less they become absolutely necessary, 
in which case they will be as small 
as possible. 

Dry color production has not been 
handicapped by labor troubles so much 
as that in most other industries. A 
few partial strikes have been recorded 
but nothing of a serious nature. So 
producers are able to keep production 
almost in sight of demand. It is a 
long distance sight, to be sure, but the 
situation is clear. Their effort now is 
to speed up work as fast as possible

Trademark Bureau of N. P., O. & 
V. A. Offers Valuable Aid 


to Industry 


The use of the Trademark Bureau of 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish As- 
sociation is now available to every con- 
cern in the paint, oil, varnish and allied 
industries, whether members or non- 
members of the association. 

The bureau advocates that every con- 
crn should make up a list of their 
marks and send them to this bureau. 

Upon application, filed on a _ special 
blank furnished by the bureau, a ‘“Re- 
port on Trademark" will be made, giv- 
ing such data as their data filing records 
contain as to same or similar marks. 

“With so many marks in use, it is not 
safe or advisable for anyone to adopt a 
new mark without first obtaining this 
information, and it is also equally of 
value to know the status of marks in 
use, perhaps for many years. This bu- 
reau is the logical source from which to 
obtain this information,” an announce- 
ment says. 

The bureau advocates that:— 

“With a reliable estimate that not over 
25 per cent. of the marks in use in our 
industry are registered at Washington, 
the value of our records as to other 
marks in use is self-evident.” 

The “1919 Trademark List” is a book- 
let containing an alphabetical list of the 
names of the trademarks in use in the 
paint, oil and varnish industries, both 
by members and non-members of our as- 
sociation. Anyone desiring to select a 
new mark can thus have at hand a ready 
reference list which will act as a guide 
and a preliminary aid in the selection 
of a mark different from others. There 
will be additions to and revisions of this 
list from time to time, so that every one 
should send the bureau a list of their 
marks for our records. 


In addition to the service of the bu- 
reau as regards “‘Listing of Trademarks” 
and “Reports on Trademark,” which are 
for use of the trade in general, there is 
given several other services, among them 
the issuing of “Registration Certificate” 
with public notice of the marks so reg- 
istered, and “General Information” on 
wademark matters, both domestic and 
foreign,

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ZINC SMELTERS 
IN BELGIUM IDLE 


Shortage of Raw Materials Re- 
tarding Resumption of Indus- 


try—Some Plants Working. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 

Considerable interest attaches to the 
recent report of American Trade Com- 
missioner Herring at Brussels relative 
to the attempts being made to revive 
ithe Belgian zine-smelting industry, which 
prior to the war was the third largest 
smelter of the world. Foundries are still 
idle, he states, because of the shortage 
of raw materials. 

Mr. Herring’s report follows :— 

efore the war Belgium was the third zinc- 
smelting country in the world, producing about 
-00,000 tons of unmanufactured zinc per year, 
of which about 75 per cent. was exported. 
During the 10 years prior to the war Belgium, 
indeed, produced over 20 per cent of the 


world’s supply, in spite of the fact that prac- 
tically all the ore was imported. It is the 
great difficulty of obtaining ore from Australia 
and other former sources of supply that now 


chiefly retards the resumption of this impor- 
tant industry. 

In the Province of Liege, the center of the 
industry, only three out of eight foundries had 
recently resumed work, and in the Provinces 
of Limbourg and Antwerp four foundries are 
still idle Besides the shortage of ore, the 
reopening of the factories is embarrassed by 
the scarcity and high price of industrial coal 
and the continued depreciation of the franc, 
Which results in the payment of a premium of 
from 60 to 70 per cent. for most raw materials 
purchased abroad. The sharp rise in oversea 
ind continental freight rates is also a great 
disadvantage, and the great increase in labor 
costs is a final factor in the situation. 

Among the foundries again in operation is 
the Vieille Montagne Co., the largest estab- 
lishment in Belgium, which before the war 
produced 36.5 per cent. of the entire Belgian 
output. This concern owns its own mines 
abroad, and is thus in the best position to 
resume normal production. The extent to 
which the entire industry is hampered by lack 
of ore is shown by the following figures:—In 
1913 ore imports amounted to 550,000 metric 
tons, valued at between 110,000,000 and 120,- 
000,000 francs, while during the first eight 
months of the present year such imports to- 
taled 73,502 tons, valued at 43,376,000 francs. 
Exports of unworked zinc during the same 
period amounted to but 489 tons. That the 
industry suffered greatly under the German 
occupation may be inferred from the fact that 
last year (1918) the entire production of Bel- 
gium was only 8,000 tons. 

The zinc industry was before the war per- 
haps the most profitable of all Belgian indus- 
tries. It has been stated that the net profits 
were nearly 75 per cent. and the average divi- 
dends from 30 to 35 per cent. This highly 
lucrative return was partly due to the mem- 
bership of Belgian factories in the interna- 
tional syndicate of zinc manufacturers, which 
effectively manipulated prices in the world’s 
markets. Belgian labor has been particularly 
efficient in the zinc foundries, and it is said 
that Belgian workmen contributed materially 
to the successful operation of B.itish foundries 
during the war. The Belgian zine industry 
had still another decided advantage before the 
war in exceilent transportation facilities and 
low freight rates for shipments to Great 
Britain, France and Germany, the chief foreign 
markets, which together absorbed 85 per cent. 
of the total exports.

ROSINS 


The rosin market has quieted even 
more than turpentine. Sales have been 
especially light in some of the top 
grades and in all there has been a 
general slowness. For the same rea- 
sons which are making buyers cautious 
in regard to turpentine there is less 
ordering of rosins. All this has been 
reflected in price changes. All the 
grades have reduced since the last 
quotations, the most extreme price re- 
duction being $1.25. Supplies in New 
York are as light as is the demand. 
The ships that ply between Jackson- 
ville and Savannah have made only 
one round trip since the conclusion of 
the dock strike and stocks cannot be 
generously replenished till more than 
one additional trip has been made. 
Southern stocks have accumulated 
somewhat since the tieup of the port 
of New York and the subsequent par- 
tial tieup of Southern ports interfered 
With shipments, but the last crop was 
so comparatively small that stocks 
cannot grow much larger in the South 
before the next crop comes in, and in 
fact they will be depleted rapidly if 
the demand regains normality.

INSECTICIDE. OUTPUT 


Manufactures Being ‘Studied by Fed- 
eral Experts With View to Cheaper

mantfacture of cheaper and better chem- 
ical compounds to kill insects and fungi 
which play havoc with agriculture every 
year. The high cost of copper, which is 
an essential ingredient of the fungicide 
known as “Bordeaux mixture,” has led 
to experiments to determine whether a 
Bordeaux mixture cannot be prepared 
which will be more effective for each 
unit of copper present than as usually 
prepared, thus resulting in a saving of 
this expensive constituent. 

Studies also will be made of the manu- 
facture of Paris green, lead arsenate 
and other compounds of arsenic. No 
systematic study of all the compounds 
of arsenic that might be useful in spray- 
ing has been made, and it is thought 
probable that such a systematic study 
will lead either to the development of 
cheaper sprays, because the constituent 
elements are cheaper, or to sprays that 
are more effective than those which are 
now in common use. 

Nicotine as an _ insecticide will be 
studied with a view of developing possi- 
ble substitutes for it, since there are a 
number of compounds which resemble it 
in chemical and toxic properties. It is 
hoped to develop something that will be 
cheaper and at the same time more effec- 
tive. A study will also be made of the 
best and cheapest methods of extracting 
nicotine from tobacco products on the 
farm. Lime, sulphur and other com- 
pounds usable as insecticides and fungi- 
cides will be investigated. Commercial 
methods of preparing insecticides and 
fungicides will be studied under prac- 
tical conditions of preparation in the 
effort of developing cheaper, more effec- 
tive and more efficient methods of manu- 
facture. 

The efficiency of the insecticides de- 
veloped and the question of whether or 
not they are injurious to growing fruits 
and vegetables will be determined by 
field experiments conducted by the Bu- 
reaus of Entomology, Plant Industry, 
and Chemistry. 

A method for preparing a commercial 
grade of calcium arsenate has been 
worked out and a patent obtained for the 
process. The patent has been dedicated 
to the public, and any manufacturer may 
use it. 


INTERNAT. CEMENT CO. 


New Company Formed to Hold Stocks 
of Important Cement Producing 
Companies in Texas, Cuba, 
Argentina and Else- 


where 


Hayden, Stone & Co. have announced 
the consolidation’ of important cement 
producers in Cuba, Argentina, Uruguay 
and Texas, to be known as the Inter- 
national Cement Co., with an authorized 
capital of 400,000 shares of no par value. 

The companies to be merged are the 
Cuban Portland Cement Corporation, the 
International Portland Cement Corpora- 
tion, Compania Uruguay de Cemento 
Portland, and the Texas Portland Cement 
Co. 

The concerns have a capacity of 3,000,- 
000 barrels per annum, of which 1,500,000 
belong to the Texas Co., whose two plants 
are located in Dallas and Houston. 

The Uruguay property has a capacity 
of 300,000 barrels per year, the Cuban 
property 500,000 barrels, and the Argen- 
tine Co. is equipped to manufacture 800,- 
009 barrels yearly.

Many persons in- 
terested in the flaxseed crop had al- 
ready harvested this in imagination to 
the tune of 50,000,000 bushels. Crushers 
will be happy if it reaches 35,000,000, 
for they say that their share of that 
amount will enable them to meet the 
most heavy requirements. 

It will be necessary to import at 
least 18,000,000 bushels from Argentina 
this year because the American crop 
is apparently lower by far than the 
government’s original estimate. The 
Department of Agriculture is now esti- 
mating 9,400,000 bushels, which is more 
than a million less than their original. 
Crushers do not believe that this figure 
will be approached by a million bushels. 
The United States harvest may be down 
to 7,000,000 and will hardly be more 
than 8,000,000. Canada is not delivering 
its usual quota of seed. 

In the Winnipeg market the eager- 
ness of crushers for seed resulted in 
driving the price up to $4.97 on Friday 
for November seed. Western crushers 
are attempting to satisfy their needs 
from South America, for even this high 
price cannot bring seed which does not 
exist, or which holders insist on re- 
taining in the hopes of still high or 
speculative prices. The effect of in- 
tensifying the South American demand 
was to force Buenos Aires prices back 
to the marks that obtained two weeks 
ago, $2.7814¢ being reached Friday in 
Buenos Aires on January seed, which is 
lic. higher than the price of two days 
before. 

Shipments to the United Kingdom 
from South America reached 295,000 
bushels this week, which is little more 
than half the amount sent to America.

the Pacific coast, speculative interest 
said to be figuring in the declining 
movement. A decline of at least one 
cent per pound over what had pre- 
viously prevailed was noted. Peanut 
oil, Oriental, was quoted at 23% @ 
9314c. per pound, sellers’ tanks, Paci- 
fic coast, showing a somewhat steady 
tone. Crude cocoanut oil of five per 
cent, acid was on a basis of 16% @ 
i\e. at the Pacific coast, showing a 
slight #uctuation. Sales were made 
some days ago at 17@17c. per pound. 
There were sales of crude soya oil at 
15%c, per pound. Palm oil of Lagos 
quality was offered in New York at 
16%4%c. per pound in casks at New 
York, weakness of about one-half cent 
revealed. The poor condition of tal- 
low and the lack of buying interest are 
felt in palm oil. Animal tallow was 
quoted at 16%c. per pound, market 
continuing weak. Sales of menhaden 
oil, crude, were made at 95c. per gal- 
lon at Baltimore. Copra holders ask 
10@10%c. per pound. Sales made 
about a week ago at 916c. per pound 
were the best indication of buyers’ 
views. Crushers in some instances 
have turned to the processing of crude 
oil here; that domestic oil produced 
from copra at present prices will not

Crushers are booked so far ahead 
that some of them are compelled to 
reject all new business. They are 
facing enough written contracts in 
some cases to keep their plants busy 
for six and seven months. There is 
little hope of the tenseness of the sit- 
uation being relieved unless they are 
able both to get sufficient seed and 
proper railroad facilities. Inquiries 
are coming in freely which crushers 
dare not develop into orders. of 
course some crushers are taking long 
term contracts, but others’ refuse 
flatly. 

Oil maintained last week’s prices at 
$1.72 for November and December; 
$1.72 for January-March, and $1.62 for 
April forward. Orders from abroad 
have been coming in more freely this 
week and little oil has come from 
England. British dealers are finding 
it impossible to maintain shipments on 
the former price basis. Shipments to 
England are a little stronger, though 
comparatively little is being done with 
other European countries because of 
the long term credits demanded and 
other reasons.

Most of the oil trade in the past week 
or so has been for future delivery and 
the fact that prices advanced rather 
sharply tended to react against trade, 
However, the crushers are very well sat- 
isfied with the situation as it prevails at 
present and are not worried over mo- 
mentary lack of interest in their offer- 
ings. 

November-April oil is quoted at $1.70 
and April-September at $1.60. 

Reports of foreign oil being offered at 
New York are not regarded as impor- 
tant by the crushers here. In fact the 
offers are regarded more as a bluff than 
anything else. The question of import- 
ing Argentine seed in European coun- 
tries and re-shipping the oil to this coun- 
try to meet the competition of crushers 
in this country who are importing Ar- 
gentine seed direct is considered the im- 
portant thing in the long run, and there 
appears to be no doubt but what the for- 
eign crushers will lose out on such trad- 
ing. Europe is decidedly short of oil 
and has been for a long time, and if the 
offering of foreign oil would bring any 
break in prices in this country it is 
likely that foreign interests would care- 
fully and quietly book all of the prod- 
uct they could contract for. 

The fact that the linseed oil business 
of the past month has reached unheard 
of proportions is answer enough that 
substitutes and foreign oil are cutting 
no figure in the present situation. Crush- 
ers are booked ahead so far that they 
do not give this reported foreign com- 
petition more than a passing thought. In

COTTONSEED OIL 


A break in the cottonseed oil mar- 
ket occurred in the middle of the 
week with the sale of 31,800 barrels. 
This was on Wednesday. Prices 
dropped from 68 to 89 cents a pound 
that day, closing at $21@22. The clos- 
ing price Friday night was $20.70@21 
for November oil, as compared to $22@ 
22.35 for the same time the week be- 
fore. The break was a bursting of the 
dammed up accumulation of stocks 
which was in part due to the previous 
congestion caused by the longshore- 
men’s strike. Trading remained heavy 
all the latter part of the week and was 
almost entirely confined to 1920 de- 
liveries. Foreign inquiries were nu- 
merous, but were not backed up suffi- 
ciently by demand and this failure 
helped to cause the break in stocks. 
This weakness of the foreign situation 
is a serious disappointment to export- 
ers, who have been counting on the 
foreign demand to -maintain the firm 
tone of the market. It is believed, 
however, that the signing of the Peace 
Treaty, when it comes, will result in 


‘a strengthening of credits and enable 


heavier purchases from abroad. 

A census report just received gives 
the production from August 1 to Oc- 
tober 31 as 296,714,072 pounds for crude 
oil, and 162,426,243 pounds for refined.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—A fair demand 
for China wood oil maintained the 
market on a firm basis. Supplies were 
light because of lack of shipping, how- 
ever. There is little talk of advances 
in prices, because the demand is not 
likely to grow much more active till a 
better supply is assured. 

COCONUT OIL.—The market has 
been quiet, but has showed strength. 
Sales of 5 per cent. Manila oil at 17c. 
per pound were recorded at the Pacific 
coast (sellers’ tanks), and reports of 
fractionally higher prices were also 
made in connection with news of trans- 
actions. First hands were asking 17%c. 
The market range was on a basis of 
16%@17%c. The price for goods in 
barrels was 17%@17%c. per pound, 
New York. A lot of 2,000 barrels—some 
containing higher than 5 per cent. acid 
oil, and the balance stock lower than 5 
per cent.—was offered at 18c. per pound 
ex store, New York. Edible oil for No- 
vember shipment was quoted at 21\c. 
per pound. It was learned that quite a 
large amount of Ceylon oil was being 
sold this week for export by local men. 
The lowering of foreign exchange this 
week has been a bearish factor. Cey- 
lon imported in pipes was quoted at 
17@17%c. per pound, c.i.f. New York.; 
Cochin imported, 18% @19\c. 

COPRA.—The copra market retains 
its firmness. The quotation on South 
Sea sun dried or Java sun dried reflect- 
ed the cabled figures from Manila and 
Java, which latter is affected by the 
strength in Oriental currency. Also 
the competition for available stocks of 
copra is keen; buyers of various coun- 
tries are eager for it, now that crush- 
ing conditions have been remedied in 
some places where chaos had been the 
situation. The cause of higher cur-

OLIVE OIL.—Steadiness prevails in 
the olive oil market, with an upward 
tendency apparent. Edible Spanish oil 
is quoted in barrels at $3@3.25 per gal- 
lon, price according to grade. This oil 
in five-gallon tins was quoted at $3.40 
@3.70 per gallon. Spanish foots, yel- 
low, were quoted at 17%c. per pound, 
New York. Italian importers are of- 
fering a blended oil at $4 per gallon. 
A large Eastern packer is quoting a 
low-acid oil, about one-half of 1 per 
cent., at $3.25 per gallon at New York, 
freight prepaid. Denatured olive oil 
was quoted at $2.40 per gallon. 

PALM OIL.—The palm oil market 
recorded dullness, in common with 
other oils. It was learned that the sus- 
pension of steel production in some 
quarters had had a poor effect on palm 
oil. Lagos was quoted at 16%c. per 
pound (some handlers asked 16%c.), 
and Niger at 15144@15%c., New York 
prices. Dahomey was offered at 16%c. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The market 
has been firm and offerings somewhat 
restricted. A large consignment of 
kernels was crushed some weeks ago, 
and most of the oil produced was sold.

PEANUT OIL.—The peanut oil mar- 
ket has been firm of late, and prices 
for the week have been fractionally 
higher.

“Europeans are 
eager to establish trade relations with 
the Orient for disposal of European 
products, and are anxious to buy oil 
direct from the Orient.” The American 
buyer transacting business in the Orient 
must exchange his gold dollar for sil- 
ver, with the advantage to the silver, 
it has been pointed out. The present 
high market in the Orient is expected 
to be maintained in the impending 
weeks. Oriental oil for shipment to 
the coast in cases was quoted at 22c. 
per pound. 

PERILLA OIL.—The market has 
been quiet, reflecting the dullness seen 
in other markets. Oil in barrels at New 
York was quoted at 24c. per pound. 
A sale of stock at the Pacific coast was 
made several days ago at 2lc. per 
pound, it was reported. 


POPPYSEED OIL.—This market re- 
tains its strength; stocks are moderate.

Potability of Perfumeries, Medicinal 

Compounds, Flavoring Extracts, 
Etc., to Be Considered at Meet- 
ing of Internal Revenue, 


Washington, Dec. 1-5 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 


After considerable investigation, the 

Bureau of Internal Revenue has an- 
nounced that it will hold hearings in this 
city, December 1, on barbers supplies 
and. perfumeries ; December 3, on liquid 
medicinal compounds, _and December 5, 
on flavoring extracts, in connection with 
the new prohibition law. The bureau 
has made a careful study of many of 
the alcoholic preparations which are at. 
present on the market and it is under- 
stood that the bureau has come to the 
conclusion that a considerable number 
of such preparations are fit for bever- 
age purposes. After January 16, the 
date set on which title II of the National 
Prohibition Act becomes effective, such 
preparations cannot legally be manufac- 
tured and sold. ; ; 

It has been deemed advisable in order 
that the interests of the manufacturers 
as well as of the government may be 
thoroughly considered, to assign’ the 
week of December 1 for a series of con- 
ferences and hearings on such prepara- 
tions. The purpose of such hearings 
will be to devise ways and means to 
either medicate or decrease the pctabil- 
ity of these preparations. 

The collectors have been requested to 
notify all manufacturers interested in 
these subjects that during the week op- 
portunity will be given them to present 
either in writing or by personal discus- 
sion in Washington with their represen- 
tatives their views in regard to this 
matter,

Many startling figures are expected to 
be shown by ths approaching compila- 
tion inasmuch as the industries of the 
country were for the most part in a 
subnormal condition in 1914, the year 
the last manufactures census was taken.

CALCIUM ARSENATE 


Farmers Warned by Department of 
Agriculture to Use Utmost Care 
in Selection of Preparations to 


Fight Boll-Weevil 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 

When a farmer goes to buy calcium ar- 
senate for boll-weevil poisoning he should 
look carefully at the label. It should be 
printed on the label that the material is 
satisfactory for cotton dusting and that 
the manufacturer specifies straight use 
of the material without the addition of 
lime or any other carrier. This is the ur- 
gent advice of the boll-weevil specialists 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. If it is neglected, they say, the 
farmer may get material that either will 


not control the weevil or that will kill 
his cotton. 
Poisoning, they continue, will control 


the weevil, but the whole scheme is seri- 
ously imperilled by careless buying of 
poison. Much of the supply offered last 
year was worthle ss, or worse than worth- 
less. Many concerns are beginning the 
manufacture of calcium arsenate, and 
there is dunger that there will be even a 
larger percentage of unsatisfactory ma- 
terial than last year unless care is exer- 
cised in purchasing. 

The farmer should not buy calcium ar- 
senate merely because it is labeled or 
sold as such, the specialists say, but 
should buy calcium arsenate by specifica- 
tions. It should contain not more than 
three-fourths of one per cent. of water- 
soluble arsenic pentoxide, on account of 
danger of burning plants. It should con- 
tain not less than 40 per cent. total ar- 
senic. If it contains much less it will 
not control the weevil. Its density 
should be between 80 and 100 cubic inches 
to the pound. Otherwise it will not make 
a satisfactory dust cloud and the plants 
cannot be treated successfully with it. 

In order to be certain that the material 
is suitable for cotton dusting, the farm- 
er should, as shortly alter making pur- 
chases aS possible, send samples to the 
Delta Laboratory of the Bureau of En- 
tomology at Tallulah, La., for examina- 
tion. In purchases of any size, samples 
should be taken from at least three pack. 


A safe rule is to take a sample 
for every ‘en packages. Each sample 


Full infor- 
mation as .» the source and history of 
the mater:al should accompany = the 
samples. 

Success in boll-weevil poisoning, the 
specialists point out, depends on wubserv- 
ance of these precautions. The farmer 
who is not willing to exercise that meas- 
use of care would be wise not to attempt 
pooisoning at all. 


GRAPHITE. IN SIBERIA 


Practicable to Be "Shipped During 
Summer Months Only Through 
Arctic Ocean 


Extensive deposits of graphite exist in 
Northwestern Siberia on the left bank of 
the River Kureika, near its junction with 
the River Yenisvi, ninety miles from the 
mouth of the latter river, according to 
Consul Alfred R. Thomson, Omsk. The 
graphite area forms a horizontal plateau, 
the elevation of which varies from twenty 
to fifty feet above the normal level of 
the River Kureika. The plateau contains 
two layers of graphite,which is of a solid 
steel-gray color, soft, and of an excellent 
quality for the manufacture of pencils. 

The graphite mines of Siberia were dis- 
covered in 1859 by the celebrated ex- 
plorer Sidoroff, who sent samples of the 


metal to the Russian and foreign lab- 
oratorics for analyses. These analyses 
gave the following chemical composi- 


tion:—89.51 per cent. carbon, 0.60 per cent. 
hydrogen, and 9.89 per cent. residue. 
These analyses were confirmed in 1907. 
The carbon constituent is said to be su- 
perior in quality to that found in graph- 
ites in other parts of the world. The 
graphite is not inflammable and is very 
plastic. 

At present it is practicable to ship the 
graphite only during the summer months 
by sea from the Yenisei River through 
the Arctic Ocean. It is believed that in 
the future the graphites from these mines 
will supply Russian demands, and that 
large quantities will be available for ex- 
port. 

The chief sources of graphite have been 
Ceylon, Bohemia, Germany, France, and 
the United States. The annual world 
production has been approximately 120,000 
short tons. 


GRAPHITE SHIPMENTS 


Recording Breaking Total of 12,861,- 
839 Pounds Reported for 1918 


by Government Bureau 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 


The shipments of crystalline graphite 
in 1918 amounted to the record-breaking 
figures of 12,861,839 pounds, valued at 
$1,454,799, according to the Geological 
Survey. As mine stocks were approxi- 
mately the same at the beginning and 
end of the year, this represents about 
the mine production. The sales showed 
an increase of 22 per cent. by weight 
and 33 per cent. by value over those 
for 1917. 


Graphite occurs in nature in 
forms, crystalline and amorphous, and 
each form has its own peculiar uses. 
The term crystalline or flake graphite is 
commonly understood to mean graphite 
in crystals, large enough to be visible 
to the naked eye; much of the graphite 
called amorphous in the trade shows a 
crystalline structure under the micro- 
scope. Amorphous graphite may occur 
wherever coal or other carbonaceous 
beds have been altered through the in- 
fluence of neighborhood bodies of igne- 


ous rock or movements within the earth’s 
crust. 


The sales of domestic amorphous 
graphite during 1918 amounted to 6,560 
short tons, valued at $69,455, compared 
with 8,301 tons, valued at $73,481, in 
1917, and 2,622 tons, valued at $20,723, 
in 1916. The increased use of graphite 
in foundry facings has absorbed the in- 
creased output in this country as well 
as much imported amorphous graphite, 
chiefly from Mexico. 

Graphite is also manufactured, chiefly 
by the Acheson Graphite Co., which util- 
izes electric power generated at Niagara 
Falls. The output has increased greatly 
in recent years and now forms an im- 
portant element in the country’s supply 
of graphite. The bulk graphite is made 
either from anthracite or from petroleum 
coke and is utilized mainly in lubricants 
but also for paints, foundry facings, boil 
erscale preventives, and battery fillers. 
A high degree of purity is claimed for 
the lubricating graphite manufactured in 
this manner. In 1918 the Acheson 
Graphite Co. manufactured 9,182,272 
pounds of graphite.

Swiss Chemical and Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers Highly Developed 
Along Export Lines 


A recent consular report states that 
even before the war the manufacture of 
pharmaceutical and chemical prepara- 
tions was highly developed in Switzer- 
land. During the war, Swiss exports in 
this line reached a very high figure, in- 
creasing from 5,000,000 frances in 1913 
to 8,800,000 francs in 1915, to 13,250,000 
francs in 1916 to 18,500,000 frances in 
1917, and for the first nine months of 
1918 amounted to 10,000,000 frances. 

The principal purchasers during this 


latter period were Great Britain with 
a total of 2,250,000 francs, Italy with 
2,000,000 franes, Spain with 1,500,000 


francs, Japan with 1,200,000 francs, and 


France with 1,900,000 francs. Besides 
this Switzerland exported during the 
same time powders, lozenges, plasters, 


ointments, etc., for pharmaceutical pur- 
poses, to the value of 1,600,000 francs of

United States, 242,000 francs to Italy, 
221,000 francs to Spain, and 112,000 
francs to Japan. 


SALT FROM CHINA 


Japanese and Americans Form Big Im- 
porting Company to Bring Com- 
modity Into Japan 
Four hundred million pounds of salt are 
expected to be shipped from Tsingtau to 
Japan during 1919, and the Japanese 
Monopoly Bureau has permitted the im- 
portation of salt by individuals since 1918 
because of its use in Japanese industries. 
Last year Japanese soda manufacturers 
imported about 66,000,000 pounds of salt 


from Tsingtau, and their imports this 
year are expected to reach 107,000,000 
pounds. 


In addition to this importation the 
monopoly bureau has planned to import 
293,000,000 pounds, as there are signs of 
a shortage of Japanese salt for domestic 


use. Although the Japanese dislike Chi- 
nese salt, because of its color and gen- 
eral unsuitableness, Tsingtau salt, when 


properly refined in the Japanese refin- 
eries, is found to be as good as any other, 

Mr. Sung-Fahsiang, formerly director 
of the Nanking government mint, has es- 
tablished a joint stock company known as 
the Sino-American Enterprise Company, 
in which a number of American capital- 
ists are interested. Ex-President Li- 
Yuanhung, and Feng-Kuochang, and 
many other distinguished personages are 
among the shareholders. The head of- 
fice of the company has been opened at 
Peking, and registered with the Agricul- 
ture and Commerce office. 


Rollin Chemical Co. President, Hugh 
Rollin, Resigns—Remains as a 
Director. 


Hugh Rollin announces from his home 
in Charleston, W. Va., that owing to a 
shift in the stock control of the Rollin 
Chemical Corporation, he is no longer 
president of that concern and has sev- 
ered connection with it. At the offices 
of the Rollin Chemical Corporation in 
New York it was stated that while Mr. 
Rollin is no longer president of the com- 
pany he is still a stockholder and direc- 
tor. James J. Riley, formerly president 
of the Board of Directors of the Rollin 
Co., has been elected president and now 
holds both offices. 


German Chemical Companies’ Stocks 
Decline Sharply on Berlin 
Exchange

INDIA RESTRICTS IMPORTS 


Government Bars Coal-Tar Products 
From Anywhere, With License 
Provision for British Goods 


The Indian Government has issued an 
order dated September 6, this year, pro- 
hibiting the importation of coal-tar prod- 
ucts, aniline and other dyestuffs from 
anywhere, though it is understood that 
an application for license to import from 
any part of the United Kingdom would 
very probably be honored—but not from 
elsewhere. This order would not re- 
strict paints unless containing aniline 
colors.

BRITISH EXPORT RULES 


Revised, Allowing Shipments of Cas-

The British Board of Trade has an- 
nounced the _ cancellation of embargo 
lists D and E, which contained commod- 
ities that were especially prohibited from 
exportation to certain minor European 
countries. The following goods which 
were formerly on these lists are now to 
be placed on list A and may not be ex- 
ported to any destination except under 
special permit from the director of im- 
ports and exports, licensing section, of 
the Board of Trade. 

Among other things seed are removed 
from list A, beginning November 13 and 
may be exported without the formality 
of an export license. The export license 
department is now amalgamated with 
the Department of Import Restrictions, 
and applications for licenses for all 
commodities except dyestuffs, as well as 
all inquiries, should be addressed to the 
director of imports and exports, licensing 
section, Board of Trade, 32 Carlisle place, 
London.

The committee also recommends that an expert 
be appointed whose duty it will be to inquire 
into improved methods of production, the 
careful selection of flax plants; cross-fertiliza- 
tion, hybridization, planting and growth, and, 
further, to advise with and assist the flax 
millers in all such directions as will make for 
the improvement and sustenance of the in- 
dustry. The treatment of the flax refuse from 
the mills should also be taken in hand.

Christmas Gifts to Soldiers in Forces 
Abroad Must Be Mailed by 
December 8 


Postmaster Patten invites attention to 
the following announcement by the Post- 
office Department :— 


The War Department has advised that 
Christmas parcels for members of the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces in England, France 
and Germany must, in order that they may be 
delivered to the members by Christmas, reach 
the port of embarkation, Hoboken, N. J., by 
December 8, 1919. Christmas parcels must not 
exceed seven pounds in weight nor seventy- 
two inches in length and girth combined. 

The parcels must be fully and correctly ad- 
dressed; that is, they must bear the name, 
rank and organization of the addressee, to- 
gether with the words ‘American Expedi- 
tionary Forces,’ and be addressed in care of 
the commanding general, port of embarkation, 
Hoboken, N. J. Each parcel must be marked 
“Christmas parcel’ and bear the name and 
address of the sender. 

Parcels so addressed will be chargeable with 
postage at the fourth class or parcel post zone 
— —* Ts the office where mailed 
an ° en, N. J., to be prepa 
affixed. es i 

Parcels may bear inscriptions such as “Please 
do not open until Christmas,’’ **Merry Christ- 
mas,’" ‘‘Happy New Year,” ‘With best 
wishes,’’ and the like. 

The parcels must contain no prohibited or 
unmailable articles. Candy and tobacco must 
be inclosed in tin or light wood boxes. Per- 
ishable food products may not be included in 
parcels unless they are inclosed in cans. 

In order that such parcels may reach the 
addresses by Christmas, the parcels should be 
deposited for mailing at the General Post 
Office or any of its branches not later than 
noon December 8, 1919.

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OIL SEED IMPORTS BY HOLLAND 
DECLINED IN FIRST 1919 SEMESTER 





Totalled on 7.5 Per Cent. of Those in First Half of 1914— 
Chemical Imports Also Decreased 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 


The trade of the Netherlands during 
the semester ended June 30, 19, was 
still under the shadow of war conditions, 
Says American Trade Commissioner 
Arthur H. Redfield, stationed at The 
Hague. The universal shortage of ship- 
ping and of raw materials limited the 
foreign commerce of the country to a 
fraction of its extent in the first half of 
1914, 

Imports of oil seeds in the first half 
of 1919 equaled only 7.5 per cent. of 
those for the first half of 1914. The 
Dutch East Indies supplied 50.9 per 
cent. of the copra imported, and Great 
Britain the remaining 49.1 per cent. Ar- 
gentina sent 84.6 per cent of the linseed 
imported, Germany 2.6 per cent. and 
Belgium 1 per cent Forty-four per cent. 
of the palm nuts imported came from 
British West Africa, 28.6 per cent. from 
the Belgian Kongo, and 27.2 per cent 
from Belgium. Of the imports of pea- 
nuts, Portuguese West Africa supplied 
53.2 per cent, French West Africa 26.2 
per cent., Belgium 8.5 per cent., and 
Great Britain 2.4 per cent. Ninety- 
eight per cent. of the rape seed imported 
was of Belgium origin. 

The shortage of oil seeds in the Neth- 
erlands was partly made up by imports 
of vegetable oils. The Dutch East Indies 
supplied 55.5 per cent. of the coconut 
oil imported, Great Britain 22.9 per cent., 
the United States 13.3 per cent., and 
British India 8 per cent. Seventy-four 
per cent. of the cottonseed oil came from 
the United States, and 26 per cent. from 
Great Britain. The imports of linseed 
oil were derived from :—Great Britain, 59.4 
per cent, Belgium 34.4 per cent., and the 
United States 6.25 per cent. Spain pro- 
vided 12 of the 30 metric tons of olive 
oil imported, Great Britain 11% tons, 
and France 5 tons. British West Africa 
was the source of 67.3 per cent. of the 
palm oil imported, Great Britain of 19 
per cent. and the Belgian Kongo of 13.7 
per cent. Peanut oil was obtained prin- 
cipally from the Dutch East Indies, 
79.7 per cent., Great Britain 14.1 per cent. 
and Belgium 6.2 per cent. Practically 
all of the rapeseed oil imported was of 
Lritish origin, as was all of the sesame 
oil. The United States supplied 89 per 
cent. of the soya-bean oil brought from 


abroad, Great Britain 9 per cent. and 
Belgium 2 per cent. Of the miscel- 
laneous vegetable oils not falling into 


any of the previous classifications, Great 
Britain supplied 95.6 per cent. 

Statistics showing the quantity of the 
importation of chemical products are not 
given for the first half of 1914; their 
value was Officially given at $2,652,000. 


In corresponding periods of 1918 and 


1919 the values were $2,518,162 and 
$2,518,072, respectively. No adequate 
comparison, however, can be made in 


view of the fact that the values for the 
first semester of 1914 are arbitrary offi- 
cial valuations, while those from 1917 
on are the actual declared values. 


_ Of the imports of chemicals during the 
first six months of 1919 Germany sup- 
plied 56.3 per cent., Norway 23.5 per 
cent., and Great Britain 15.3 per cent. 
_Imports of sodium nitrate in the first 
six months of 1919 were-equal to those 
of the first half of 1914. Of the 133,983 
tons of crude Chile saltpeter imported 
the Netherlands obtained 59.7 per cent. 
directly from Chile, 25.7 per cent from 
Great Britain and 7.2 per cent. from the 
United States. Germany supplied the 
15 tons of refined Chile saltpeter im- 
ported during the period.

“POISON” LABEL AGAIN URGED FOR 
WOOD, METHYL AND DENATURED ALCOHOL 





Prof. Baskerville Stresses Need for Protecting Public From Mis- 


use in Co-operation With Bureau of Internal Revenue 


Completely denatured or wood alcohol 
has been found to have such a_delete- 
rious effect upon the human body, and 
is being used clandestinely to such an 
extent in potable liquor and otherwise, 
that Charles Baskerville, Ph. D., profes- 
sor of chemistry at the College of the 
City of New York, has issued a warning 
to the trade supplemental to notices sent 
out by Commissioner Roper. 

It is urged that such qualifying words 
as wood, methyl and denatured. should 
in some cases be described as ‘‘poison” 
on the labels of packages, and other 
means should be taken to protect the 
public from blindness, sickness and pos- 
sible death, often caused by indiscrimi- 
nate use of completely denatured alcohol. 


Professor Baskerville, as chairman of 
the Committeg on Occupational Diseases, 
American Ch®mical Society, makes the 
following statement :— 

Unscrupulous persons have been selling mix- 
tures containing wood alcohol as such or 
ethyl alcohol denatured with wood alcohol, 
as beverages. Co-operation of the chemical 
profession is sought to minimize this infrac- 
tion of the law, which seeks to safeguard 
people and yet provide industry with a most 
useful solvent and vehicle. 

During the penumbra of prohibition the word 
aleohol has exercised a weird and_unfortu- 
nate influence, oftentimes through failure to 
appreciate the significance of such qualifying 
words as wood, methyl, and denatured. Num- 
erous cases of blindness and even death have 
resulted through ignorance or the infamy re- 


ferred to. The Commissioner of Internal 
Zevenue has, as a result, issued the following 
notices:— 


To Collectors of Internal Revenue and Rev- 
enue Agents in Charge:—T. D. 2914, issued 
today and showing additional matter to be 
affixed to containers of completely denatured 
alcohol, is called to your especial attention. 

Reports recently received in the bureau es- 
tablish that completely denatured alcoho] is 
being used extensively for bathing and rub- 
bing purposes. This is contrary to the law 
and regulations, and such uses cannot be tol- 
erated, as the completely denatured alcohol 
is highly injurious to the skin and animal 
tissue. 

It is also established that completely de- 
natured alcohol is being sold by irresponsible 
dealers under circumstances as to assure them 
tht it is betng used for beverage purposes. 
Whuve it is so used for any length of time 
blindness inevitably ensues, and the continued 
use can only result in death. 

Collectors should use every means at their 
disposal to make known to the public the 
dangers of either external or internal uses of 
completely denatured alcohol, "Wherever col- 
lectors or revenue agents in charge hear of 
a misuse of completely denatured alcohol, a 
most thorough and careful examination should 
be made immediately and all the facts fully 
reported to the commissioner for the infliction 
upon the responsible parties of the ultimate 
penalties provided by law. 

To Internal Revenue Officers and others 
Concerned:—In view of the grave and ex- 


tended abuses of the use of completely de- 
natured alcohol reported, it is deemed neces- 
sary to print upon the labels affixed to whole- 
sale and retail packages a further and more 
specific warning as to its use than is shown 
on the present required label. 

In addition to the present matter on the 
labels there will be required on all new labels 
hereafter the printing, in large letters in red 
ink, under the skull and bones symbol, the 
word poison, and at the bottom of the label 
there will be printed the following statement: 

“Completely denatured alcohol ig a violent 
poison. It cannot be applied externally to hu- 
man or animal tissue without seriously in- 
jurious results. It cannot be taken internally 
without inducing blindness and general phys- 
ical decay, ultimately resulting in death.” 

Until the present stocks of labels are ex- 
hausted, this additional matter may be af- 
fixed to the containers on a separate label 
pasted above the present required label. 

We chemists know that we daily han- 
dle poisons of various kinds, many far 
more dangerous than wood alcohol, and 
there are comparatively few evil results 
from their handling and use. People do 
not drink them. 

The medical profession administers 
daily to patients many substances that 
are poisons except in the minute doses 
given. But in the case of alcohol, the 
“kicker” in drinks of quondam familiar 
kinds, means just that one desired fluid, 
hence attendant danger. We should do 
all in our power to protect those who use 
and some likely to abuse this important 
chemical and thus incidentally avoid 
lurid appeals with consequent hamper- 
ing legislation.

Need for Nitrogen 


owing the above, Dr. Lipman 
alle sammaten of the need of nitrogen 
for crops grown in the United States, 
presenting the following estimates for 
comparative gains and losses :— 


In his report for 1918 Secretary Houston 
estimates the acreage of the more important 
staple crops at 289,073,300 acres. This acreage 
does not include the artificial grasses like 
alfalfa, timothy and clover. With these arti- 
ficial grasses included, the amount of arable 
land in the United States is well above 300,- 
000,000 acres. Taking 300,000,000 acres as a 
very conservative basis for estimating the 
gains and losses of nitrogen from arable land 
in the United States we find the following:— 

1. The loss of nitrogen from the average 

« acre of arable land may be taken at 60 pounds 
perannum. This estimate is based on a care- 
ful study of available data in European and 
American literature. Hence at 60 pounds per 
acre the annual loss from 300,000,000 acres of 
arable land would correspond to 9,000,000 tons 
of nitrogen. 

2. The losses of soil nitrogen are in part 
offset by applications of animal manures by 
the growing of leguminous crops, by atmos- 
pheric precipitation, by non-symbiotic nitrogen 
fixation in soils and by the use of commercial 


fertilizers. os ea 
Presents Statistics 


By other figures presented by Dr. Lip- 
man it was shown that even when all 
natural sources are used there still may 
be need for more nitrogen. Particularly 
is this the case whenever the natural 
supply is wasted or where legumes are 
not grown. In summing this up as 
against a total need of approximately 
$,000,000 tons of nitrogen, Dr. Lipman 
estimated the following as the amounts 
now available :—

70 to 75 pounds per acre. 


CHILEAN NITRATE 


Industry Rapidly Becoming Normal 
—Important Concerns Resume 


Work—Exports 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 


The information published recently 
relative to the nitrate industry reveals 
the fact that the situation is normaliz- 
ing at a rapid pace, according to an 
article recently forwarded by Vice-Con- 
sul B. C. Matthews, stationed at Antofa- 
gasta. During the months of August 
and September important nitrate firms 
have resumed work, and others are pre- 
paring in short to put their machinery in 
operation. Also the entry of the Com- 
pania de Salitres de Antofagasta in the 
association of producers, and the adhe- 
sion thereto of the German company, 
which will be effected very soon, shows 
encouraging prospects of an early revival 
in the industry to normal production. 

In order to appreciate the value of all 
this it is necessary to consider the data 
given below, which was taken from the 
statistical bulletin published by the asso- 
ciation :— 

The total exports of nitrate last July were 
450,931 Spanish quintals (101.4 pounds), against 
6,580,775 exported in the same month of 1918, 
and 5,741,390 in the year 1917. 

It is seen that exports in July of this year 
were insignificant in comparison with those 
for the same period of the two previous years. 

Last July there was on hand, along the 
coast, in the mines, deposits, in transit, in 
warehouses at ports and aboard, 33,130,058 
Spanish quintals, hence exports amounted to 
an insignificant proportion of the general stock 
in the country. 

The elaboration of nitrate during the month 
of July (1919) reached 2,532,632 Spanish quin- 
tals. That elaborated in August amounted to 
2,376,563 Spanish quintals 

During the month of August a considerable 
increase was noted in shipments, exports 
reaching 1,236,509 Spanish quintals, almost 
three times the amount shipped during the pre- 
vious month. In the month of August of 1918 
there was exported 6,042,634 Spanish quintals, 
and in 1917, 5,861,700, four and five times 
more, respectively, than the amount exported 
during the same period of this year. 

The prospects for September and for the 
rest of the year are more encouraging, and 
the increase in available tonnage will permit 
more shipment, and the growing demand will 
stimulate production. 


Soil Improvement Committee of N. 


F. A. to Meet In Baltimore 
December 12 


A meeting of the Soil Improvement 
Committee of the National Fertilizer As- 
sociation will be held at the Southern 
Hotel, Baltimore, on December 12, and 
on the same day a sub-committee of the 
sales managers will also have a session 
at the same hostelry. The discussions 
are expected to turn largely on the dis- 
tribution of mixtures. 
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TRADE AND NEWS ITEMS. 


It is announced with authority that 
the rew plant of the Armour Fertilizer 
Works, which is to take the place of 
the establishment destroyed by fire last 
summer, will be erected at Curtis Bay, 
and that an exchange has been made 
with the Davison Chemical Co. of a 
site there for the old factory location 
at Locust Point. The new plant is to 
involve a large expenditure. 


It is reported that the Standard 
Chemical Co., of Bayonne, N. J., has 
been purchased by the Antoine Chiris 
Co., of New York. Production of the 
full lines of the Standard Chemical Co., 
will be continued. The plant will be 
enlarged, especially as concerns pro- 
duction of oil of terpineol. Output of 
this material will be increased three 
fold. 


Dyes and tanning extracts are to be 
manufactured by a $200,000 company, 
which has been chartered by West Vir- 
ginia, Virginia, New York and Mary- 
land investors. The name of the cor- 
poration will be the Marlinton Extract 
Dye & Chemical Co., and the incorpo- 
rators include C. A. Weagher of Mar- 








linton; G. W. Hunley, Jr., of Coving- 
ton, Va.; J. R. Denny of Brocton, N. 
Y.; J. A. Dennison, Hagerstown, Md., 


and Preston S. Warn of Raywood, W.

GERMANS SOCIALIZE 
POTASH INDUSTRY 


New Laws In Effect April 24 
Give Workers Greater Share 


In Management and Profits 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14, 1919. 
The new potash law went into effect 


in Germany on April 24, 1919, says 
Commercial Attache Paul S. Edwards, 
stationed at The Hague, Netherlands. 


It is designed to socialize the potash in- 
dustry by giving the workers a larger 
share in its management and profits, and 
by unifying its activities under Govern- 
ment control, The provisions of the new 
law, which supersedes the Potash Law 
of 1910, vest the control of the entire 
potash industry in a State Potash Board. 
This board is composed of 8 members 
representing employees of potash mines 
and factories, 8 representatives of own- 


ers of such mines and factories, and 14 
representatives of various other phases 
of the industry, including consumers, 


dealers and technical experts. 


The details of the reorganization and 
management of the industry are not pre- 
scribed in the text of the law, but are to 
be worked out by a board of experts and 
presented by the Government for ap- 
proval. This board, like the State Potash 
Board, is composed of representatives of 
various interestes, including consumers 
of potash; and its personnel is selected 
by the Government, partly from nomina- 
tions made by employers’ and employees’ 
associations. 

The plans for the reorganization must 
meet the approval of the National Com- 
mittee and also of a special committee 
of 28 members chosen by the National 
Assembly; and after such approval the 
plans are subject to veto by the National 
Assembly, provided such veto is exer- 
cised within 30 days after the plans are 
laid before the Assembly. 

The National Government not only 
issues the executive regulations which 
are to be supervised by the State Potash 
Committee, but also prescribes the man- 
ner of fixing prices of potash. 

It is expected that the executive regu- 
lations, when completed, will provide for 
four bureaus—an examining bureau, a 
bureau for appeals, a wage-examination 
bureau, and a _ technical agricultural 
bureau. 

The examining bureau will probably 
have supervision of matters of current 
business, including the fixing of the per- 
centages of participation by the various 
mines in current sales and decisions 
relative to the interests of employees. 
Its acting personnel will vary in propor- 
tional representation of capital and labor 


according to the nature of the decision 
to be rendered. 

The bureau for appeals will be com- 
posed entirely of disinterested persons, 


who will settle disputes arising between 
mine owners concerning the allotment of 
shares of participation in potash sales. 
Employees will be strongly represented 
on the wage-examination bureau, whose 
function will be to settle disputes about 


wages. The work of the technical agri- 
cultural bureau will consist largely of 
domestic propaganda and advertising 


with a view to promoting and increasing 
the use of potash in Germany. This 
bureau will operate only in the domestic 
field, leaving the Potash Syndicate free, 
as heretofore, to choose its own methods 
for foreign advertising. 

The translated text of the new law 
follows: 

ARTICLE I. 

The potash industry shall be 
and the potash law (of 1910), 
the various amendments and 
shall be repealed. The potash industry shall 
henceforth be organized in accordance with 
the prescriptions of the following articles:— 

Section 1. The control of the potash industry 
shall be transferred to a State Potash Board 
which shall be duly established. The compo- 
sition of this State Potash Board shall be sim- 
ilar to the board of experts (referred to be- 
low). Further details concerning the estab 
lishment of the State Potash Board shall be 
arranged in agreement with the board of ex- 
perts and according to the prescriptions of sec- 
tion 2 next below. The potash industry is to 
be united into an industrial union. The man- 
agement of this unit or union shall be partic- 
ipated in by the employes of the industry 
Further details shal] be decided by virtue of 
section 2. The regulations of the union con- 
cerning production, domestic consumption and 
sale of potash shall be under the supervision 
of the State Potash Board. The national gov- 
ernment has final supervision and prescribes 
the manner of the fixing of prices. 

Section 2. The national government shall 
issue all executive regulations. The govern- 
ment may ordain that violations of regula- 
tions it issues shall be punished by a fine of 
100,000 marks, and in case of repetition of the 
offense by imprisonment not exceeding one 
year. The regulations and provisions issued 
by virtue of section 1 above are subject to the 
previous approval of the National Committee 
and also of a committee of twenty-eight mem- 
bers to be installed by the National Assembly.

These regulations shall be presented to the 
National Committee not later than June 30, 
1919 The regulations shall be presented to 


the National Assembly immediately if it is 
in session; otherwise immediately after its 
convocation. They may be rendered inopera- 
tive if within one month after presentation to 
the National Assembly the latter body should 
so require. 

Section 3. The national government shall 
furnish the National Assembly, at the time 
of the presentation of the national budget with 
a special statement concerning the output, 
preparation, sale and prices of potash salts 
and manufactures of potash, also concerning 
wages and questions relative to labor. All 
other information is also to be furnished to 
the National Assembly upon its request at any 
other time. 

ARTICLE Il. 

The national government shall name a board 
of experts for the potash industry, consisting 
of thirty members, for the purpose of planning 
the reorganization prescribed by Article 1 
The national government shall appoint eight 
employes’ representatives and five employers’ 
representatives as members of this board _of 
experts from nominees designated by the joint 
organization formed by the general _associa- 
tion of owners and the general association of 
workmen, which include the various trade 
unions and employers’ associations. Three of 
the members shall be appointed by the national 
committee; the remaining fourteen members 
shall be chosen by the national government as 
follows:—Three shall be selected from the 
management of the above-mentioned union to

POTASH DEPOSITS 
IN VANCOUVER 


Reported “Discovery” Stirs Can- 
adian Interests—Old Report 
Shows Availability of Salts 


Not Very Promising. 


CHATHAM, Ont., Nov. 18, 1919. 
Considerable interest has been aroused 
by the report that potash has been dis- 
covered on Vancouver Island, in British 
Columbia. 


The locality of the reported potash de- 
posit is Kyuquot, on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island. 


An analysis has recently been made by 
G. S. Eldridge of Vancouver on an ex- 
amination, and tests of deposits held by 
the San Juan Mining & Mfg. Co. of Vic- 
toria. Newhall & Co., of Seattle, have 


also made an analysis of samples from 
the same vicinity. 


These deposits are, however, no new 
discovery. In fact, they were examined 
in 1913 by Dr. Chas. Clapp of the Geo- 
logical Survey of Canada, and he report- 
ed in part as follows :— 


The alunite in the Kyuquot deposits is the 
sodic variety, natro-alunite, and it occurs, 
mixed with quartz, diaspore, soricite and other 
minerals in masses of quartz-alunite rocks, of 
which the alunite forms from 20 to 45 per 
cent. As yet, the San Juan Mining & Manu- 
facturing Co., who own the alunite deposits, 
have not used the alunite rock, although they 
have announced their intention of manufac- 
turing alum. 


Alunite is at present considered to be of 
value not only for alum, which is extracted 
from it, but also as a source of potash salts 
for fertilizers, and as a possible source of 
aluminum ore. 


Since the Kyuquot deposits contain a large 
percentage of impurities, and since the alunite 
is of the sodic variety, they are not very 
promising.as a source of alum or other potash 
salts. It is, however, to be hoped, consider- 
ing the large quantities of alunite available, 
that some use for it may be found.” 


The samples taken by Dr. Clapp gave 


the following analysis of potash and 
soda :—

No. 1 was a dacite tuff; No. 2 a cherty 
quartz-soricite rock; No. 3 a quartz pyro- 
phyllite; No. 4 a quartz pyro-phillite 
from a different locality; No. 5 and 6 
quartz-alunite rocks from the Morris 
claim. The last two samples were, there- 
fore, the only ones representative of the 
alunite deposits, and they do not contain 
potash in ecnonomic quantities. The ques- 
tion has been raised as to whether Dr. 
Clapp was right in classing these deposits 
as natro-alunite, in view of the small 
amount of soda they contain. The an- 
alysis of alunite rocks to accurately de- 
termine their specific composition is dif- 
ficult work, necessitating the greatest 
care and accuracy. 


It is regarded as possible that British 
Columbia may contain saline deposits 
which might be developed to better ad- 
vantage than the rock sources. As long 
ago as the World’s Fair a sample was 
displayed supposed to have come from 
British Columbia, and which was de- 
clared to be as good as the German de- 
posits; but the locality from which this 
sample came has apparently been for- 
gotten. There are saline deposits known 
to exist in British Columbia at Osevoosm 
Ashcroft, Clinton, Kamloops, Nicola 
and possibly other localities, but as pot- 
ash salts are of higher specific gravity 
than other salts usually contained in these 
deposits, drilling will probably be neces- 
sary to give them a practical test. 


German Potash Shipment Arrives at 


Baltimore 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 14, 1919. 
Another considerable shipment of 


German potash has been received in 
3altimore, the shipment coming on the 
steamer Andijk from Rotterdam, and 
amounting to 500 tons of muriate and 
950 tons of manure salt. The vessel 
came to F. H. Shallus & Co., who dis- 
tributed the potash among some 20 dif- 
ferent buyers for the German syndicate. 
The latter, it is said, aimed to make the 
shipments go as far as possible, the pot- 
ash being in great demand and any sup- 
plies that reach the market being eag- 
erly taken up.

STARCH WORKS CLOSE 


Corn Products Plants in Illinois 
Affected by Coal Shortage— 
Other Plants May Stop 


The coal shortage is seriously delaying 
production in plants in the West. Ag- 
gravating the situation is the attitude of 
buyers who are requiring deliveries at 
an earlier date than is warranted ordi- 
narily, their fears being that railroad 
service will be curtailed due to shortage. 

Two plants of the Corn Products Re- 
fining Co. have been compelled to sus- 
pend production. The Pekin (Ill.) plant 
suspended on November 18, and the Argo, 
in the same State, shut down the 21st. 
The latter works produce packages sold 
in cartons, corn syrup and oil; Pekin 
manufactures syrup and_ starch. The 
Edgewater (New Jersey) works are in 
operation, but it is believed that the 
Granite City plant will be forced to close 
down in a week. The American Maize 
Products Co. at Robey, Ind., is producing 
at present, but it was said by an official 
of it that future production was uncer- 
tain. Manufacturing plants other than 
corn products industries, are affected by 
the coal shortage. Coal consigned to 
plants was diverted by the government.

GERMAN IMPORT AND EXPORT RULES, 
FREE-LIST AND LICENSE METHODS 





German Traders Not Required to Pay in Marks for Imports—F'ree 
and Conservation List of Exports Being Formu- 


lated—Goods Much Needed 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 

In a report from Paul L. Edwards, 
commercial attache to The Hague, it is 
pointed out in connection with import li- 
censes that with the exception of articles 
which are on the so-called free list, which 
is given below, all imports into Germany 
are subject to the license of the State 
Commissioner for Export and Import, 
whose head office is at 6 to 8 Lutzow 
Ufer, Berlin. The legal control of im- 
ports is in the hands of the Ministry for 
Kxconomy; the actual issue of licenses, 
however, is delegated by him to the 
above-mentioned commissioner. 

Attache Edwards further says :— 

“There are no fixed or definite rules or 
principles which serve as a basis for the 
issue of import licenses. In general, how- 
ever, it may be stated that licenses for 
luxuries are not granted under any cir- 
cumstanes; licenses for manufactured ar- 
titcles are occasionally granted; licenses 
for foodstuffs are granted with compara- 
tive freedom, and licenses for raw mate- 
rials are granted, if the prices are, com- 
paratively reasonable. It may also be 
stated that, in general, preference is given 
to imports effected on a credit basis. It 
is reported that at the present time li- 
censes for imports of raw cotton are un- 
derstood to be granted freely, regardless 
of the terms of payment. The obvious 
purpose of this control is to secure im- 
ports on the most favorable terms possi- 
ble, having due regard for Germany’s 
most urgent industrial requirements. 

“There has been current in the United 
States a report to the effect that the Ger- 
man Government requires German citi- 
zens to pay for purchases abroad in 
marks, with the alternative that payment 
may be made in dollars if two years’ 
credit is granted. It is definitely learned 
here that no general requirement of this 
nature exists. Apparently the Minister 
for Economy has stated that he is pre- 
pared in principle to issne licenses for the 
import of certain article providing this 
condition is fulfilled. It has not been pos- 
sible to ascertain here the articles with 
reference to which this particular con- 
dition was to apply, and it is definitely 


known that other requirements of a dif- 
ferent nature have been in effect from 
time to time with respect to different ar- 
ticles. 

A so-called free import list has. re- 
cently been established. Articles in- 
cluded on this free list may be imported 
without license. This list, which is ex- 
pected to be supplemented from time to 
time in the future, is now as follows :- 

“Rubber, raw or purified; gutta-percha, raw 
or purified; balata, raw or purified; rubber, 
gutta-percha and balata scrap; worn-out pieces 
of rubber, gutta-percha and balata articles; 
asbestos fiber and refined asbestos; raw and 
ground asbestos, amianthus and mountain 
cork; cocoa beans, raw or roasted; rice, rice 
tailings, also mixtures of rice or rice tailings 
with other material; leguminous vegetables 
(peas, lentils and beans, including field beans), 
as well as all products and tailings thereof, 
which are produced by grinding, hulling or 
crushing. 

‘All exports are at present subject to license 
It has recently been announced by the Minister 
for Economy that a free list and also a con 


servation list would be drawn up shortly. The 
free list will consist of articles which may 
pass the frontiers of Germany without gov- 


ernmental export license; it will probably con- 
sist of most manufactured articles. The con- 
servation list will probably consist of food- 
stuffs and raw materials; artic of this con- 
servation list will not be licensed for export. 
{It is reported that in the meantime each indi- 
vidual application for export license is being 
considered on its merits. 

“The main object of the present control is 
to secure the best possible prices wbroad and 
to prevent the outflow of articles and material 
needed in Germany. 

“‘No restrictions now exist as to the currency 
in which exports should be paid for. In prac- 





tice the Ministry for Economy is guided by 
advice it receives from special unofficial bu- 
reaus which have been set up for each indus- 


try for the purpose of 
tions to that ministry. 

“These bureaus recommend 
should be demanded (before 
should be granted), and also recommend the 
quantities of various articles and material 
which should be licensed for export. Some of 
these special bureaus have made private agree- 
ments with the Reichsbank whereby the pro- 
ceeds of sales abroad are placed at the dis- 
posal of that bank.

DYES IN HONG KONG 


Trade Recovering from War Condi- 
tions — U. S. Furnished Two- 
thirds of Imports of Aniline 
in 1918 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14, 1919. 

The trade in dyes and all similar ma- 
terials in Hong Kong is gradually recover- 
ing, although it is far from its pre-war 
volume or value, according to the recent 
report of Consul General George Ander- 
son, stationed at Hong Kong. The total 
imports of dyeing and tanning materials, 
mostly native dyes, coming into Hong 
Kong in 1918 were valued at $1,705,007 
gold, gambier, mangrove bark, sapan 
wood, and similar materials making up 
most of the amount. The value of aniline 
dyes imported was only $33,101 gold, of 
which the United States furnished about 
two-thirds. 

During the current year the value of 
voth total imports and aniline dyes has 
increased, the total value for the first 
quarter being £98,134 and that of the 
second quarter £102,200, a total for the 
half year of £200,334, or, at normal ex- 
change, $983,627 gold. Of this amount 
the imports of aniline dyes were valued 
in the first quarter at $91,429 gold and in 
the second quarter at $78,095 gold, or a 
total of $169,524 for the half year. Of 
the imports of aniline dyes in the first 
quarter the United States furnished al- 
most the whole, while of those in the 
second quarter the United States fur- 
nished only about three-fourths, Japan 
furnishing a small portion of the balance, 
probably of American dyes, and Switzer- 
land furnishing a_ portion. The = ship- 
ments from Switzerland are increasing in 
quantity. It does not appear whether 
these dyes are of German or Swiss manu- 
facture, although they are accepted as 
Swiss. 


Good Demand for Foreign Dyes 


Hong Kong importers are not finding it 
easy to secure the Chinese trade with 
American or other aniline dyes. Either 
the unfamiliar appearance of the pack- 
age, the actual or imagined difference 
in quality or divergence and variations 
in shades or some other reasons operate 





against all these new dyes, while the 
difficulty of securing supplies at times 
has been a very serious added feature 


of the situation which has affected Swiss 
dyes as well. The Chinese at present are 
evidently relying upon their native dyes 
more than they have for many years, 
but at the same time it is always to be 
realized that the demand for good aniline 
or other foreign dyes in China is always 
practically without limit. The price of 
such dyes naturally has much to do with 
their success in this field, especially in 
the case of artificial indigo, for which 
there is always an especially strong de- 
mand and an unlimited market, but in 
which the competition of native-made 
natural indigo will be felt when prices 
go high. In other colors there is less 
difficulty as to price, but there is an 
absolute need of uniformity in quality, 
colors, and an important regard for 
trade-marks and the nature and size of 
packages. 
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DRUGS IN MEXICO 


American Trade Greatly Affected by 
German and English Underselling 


and Favorable Exchange Rates 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 


That American manufacturers and 
wholesalers of drugs and chemicals may 
be faced with lively competition in the 


scramble for Mexican trade in those com- 
modities is evident from the following 


dispatch received by the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce here from 
the American Commercial Attache at 
Mexico City. under date of November 
5; 

In this connection I wish to mention an 
interesting matter or two in connection 
with the drug trade. European exporters 
had a good trade in drugs and chemicals in 
Mexico before the war. At the present time 
there is practically no cocaine in the local 


market and it is quoted in the United States 
at $12 per ounce. Very recently the repre- 
sentative of a German firm quoted local 
buyers $6 an ounce for the same materi 
with promise of shipment in 30 days. As 
one buyer remarked, even assuming that 
they are unable to fill the order exactly as 





agreed and they chip the material billed at 
an advance to $8 an ounce, it is still a much 
better purchase than can be made in the 
United States at the present time. 

The local supply of quinine also has 
reached a very low stage. The representa- 
tive of an English firm seems to have of- 


fered the most favorable price on 
terial. While the New York 
at about $1.65 per ounce, the English repre- 
sentative is willing to cable orders to his 
house at $1.20 per ounce.

Parcel Post to Germany 


The Post Office Department has announced:— 
“With reference to previous notices concerning 
certain restrictions imposed by the German 
authorities on the importation into Germany 
through the parcel post of merchandise and 
foodstuffs, postmasters are hereby authorized 
to accept without German import licenses 
packages of foodstuffs (not perishable) and 
articles for the personal use of the addressees 
up to a weight limit of 11 pounds, the restric- 
tions of a two-pound and a five-pound weight 
limit imposed on certain articles and the pro- 
hibition against the acceptance of certain food- 
stuffs no longer being applicable."*

The striking fact of dV 
tics is the steady increase of importa- 
tions into the United States since 1915. 
As compared with five years ago, ab- 
sorption in this country has increased 
161,450 pounds. All sales factors re- 
port their consuming trade buying 
more menthol than the history of the 
trade records. In view of the heavy 
increased consumption here and the 
steady decrease in production in 
Japan, present prices cannot entirely 
be explained by artificial stimulation 
of the market in the United States. If 
stimulation exists, and very likely it 
does, it is more active and effective 
in Japan, which absolutely controls 
output and distribution of supplies 
throughout tne world. 

Outlook for the 1919 crop has not 
been encouraging. According to con- 
servative estimates, a total of 260,000 
pounds crude oil will be obtained. 
Distillation runs thus far indicate that 
the total menthol obtained will not ex- 
ceed 2,000 cases, or 120,000 pounds. 
Importers with primary market affilia- 
tions close to the Japanese menthol 
trinity look for a severe shortage be- 
fore February, 1921 Deliveries of the 
new crop begin in February succeeding 
harvest of the plants. Much depends 
on the extent of menthol carry-over in 
Japan this year. To this carry-over 
may be added the estimated 120,000 
pounds from the new crop, and the 
amount resulting must take care of 
world needs between February, 1920, 
and February, 1921. Of the total out- 
put, Japan consumes approximately 
1,250 cases per annum. Continental 
Europe generally takes 7,100 cases. 
The balance goes to the United States 
and England. 

At the close of the 
market, prices as between various 
sellers showed a wide difference in 
selling views. An offer at $12.50 per 
pound was withdrawn when a firm 
buying order was entered. A sale was 
noted on the basis of $12.85 per pound.

The outstanding fact 
is that production of metal in this 
country has been reduced to such a 
low volume as to make for a contin- 
ued scarcity and consequently placing 
manufacturing consumers in a_ posi- 
tion where badly needed supplies can 
be obtained only from abroad.

The 
high price of oil of cedar leaf is also 
contributing to the uplifts. Oil of leaf 
was strong at $2.25@2.50 per pound. 

CLOVE. Most sellers quote firm 
at $3.75 per pound inside. Rumored 
sales at $3.50 per pound continued to 
be heard, but the market actually was 
based on the higher figure. No large 
quantity could be secured for any 
price less than $3.75 per pound.

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QUEBRACHO EXTRACT 


Export Tax from Paraguay Has Been 
Increased by Presidential Decree to 


Secure Additional Revenue 


Consul Balch reports from Asuncion, 
Paraguay, that a presidential decree of 
September 10, 1919, increases the tax on 
the export of quebracho extract from 5 
pesos Argentine gold (peso=—0.965) per 
metric ton of 2,204.6 pounds to 8 pesos per 
ton, to take effect September 20, 1919. 
“On August 16, 1919, the tax had been 
increased from 3 pesos per ton to 5 pesos 
per ton. Article 19 of the 1919 budget 
gives the President the power to tax the 
exportation of quebracho extract up to 
10 pesos Argentine gold per ton. 

The increase in this tax is due to the 
increased prices in the selling markets 
and also to the fact that Argentina has 
a tax of 12.53 pesos per ton. 

A presidential decree of September 10, 
1919, provides for the establishment of a 
commission to revise the present tariff. 
The decree provides for the following:— 
a. The appointment of a commission of 
three, consisting of the Director of Statistics, 
Director of Customs, and a delegate of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

b. The commission is to adjust the fixed 
duties on articles imported to correspond to 
their actual present values. 
ec. A report is to be made to the Secretary 
of the Treasury for the approval of the Pres- 
ident on the 25th of each month. 

It is understood that the fixed values 
will be increased in accordance with the 
schedule used by the commission of 
values for the statistics of 1918. How- 
ever, in this revision all articles of prime 
necessity will be exempted from _ in- 
creases. The object of the revision is to 
secure additional revenue.

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The tax applies to patent medicines 
and to medicines “advertised as specifics 
for any disease affecting the human 
body.” Included in the taxable list of 
toilet articles are perfumes, essences, ex- 
tracts, toilet waters, cosmetics, petroleum 
jellies, hair oils, hair dressings, hair 
restoratives, hair dyes, tooth pastes and 
mouth washes. 

The penalty for failure to collect the 
tax is a fine of not more than $1,000. 


DRUG ANALYSIS 


Department of Agriculture Takes Steps 
to Prevent Impure Drugs and Food 


Coming from Abroad. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 


The administration is taking steps to 
protect the people against impure food 
and drugs being brought in from foreign 
countries, according to the following 
statement issued by the Publicity Bureau 
of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee :-— 


Inspection and analysis of foods and drugs 
imported to the United States from foreign 
countries are being made in laboratories con- 
ducted by the Department of Agriculture as a 
protection against misbranding and harmful 
adulteration. Greater quantities of such im- 
ports are coming from abroad each month, 
officials of the department say, and the neces- 
sity of strict enforcement of Federal statutes 
is increasing. 

Invoices of all foods and drugs shipped into 
the United States are being scrutinized, and 
all consignments that there seems reason to 
believe are misbranded or adulterated are care- 
fully examined. In many cases chemical anal- 
ysis is required to determine whether the law 
is violated or evaded. The Bureau of Chem- 
istry has branch stations for this purpose in 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Savannah, 
New Orleans, San Francisco, San Juan, Porto 
Rico, and at other lesser ports 
The law provides for the exclusion of any 
articles of food or any drugs which are adul- 
terated or misbranded, or otherwise deleterious 
to the health of the people of this country, or 
of a kind which is forbidden entry into or to 
be sold or offered for sale under restrictions 
in the country in which made or from which 
exported. Such commodities may be destroyed 
by order of the Secretary of the Treasury if, 
when refused delivery into the United States, 
they are not exported. Exception is made in 
the case of importers who, through no fault 
of their own, receive shipments of food or 
drugs which are adulterated or misbranded, 
but not grossly so. 

Practically all the different classes of foods 
imported previous to the war, with the excep- 
tion of alcoholic beverages, are now coming 
to this country, although the quantities of 
some foods being imported are not so large as 
in the years prior to 1915. Embargoes are 
still in effect in a few European countries. 
One instance is olive oil, which can not as 
yet be exported from Italy. 


PROPOSED LAWS TO 
AFFECT DRUGGISTS 


One Bill Would Stop Mailing of 
Literature on Venereal Dis- 


eases—Other Prohibits 


Poisons 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 

Two measures regulating the use of 
the United States mail with regard to 
matters interesting to Reporter industries 
are understood to have been ready to 
be reported from the House Committee 
on Postoffices and Post Roads when the 
special session of Congress adjourned. 

It is planned to report them after the 
next session has assembled. 

One of the measures referred to is the 
bill to forbid the use of the mails for 
carrying letters or printed matter, ad- 
vertisements, ete, of alleged remedies 
for venereal diseases. It has been de- 
cided in the committee that this. bill 
should be amended somewhat so as not 
to apply in blanket fashion to all skin 
and blood diseases and various” other 
troubles that the Public Health Service 
recommended should be included within 
the class of tabooed advertising. 

The other bill now understood to be 
ready to report was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Steenerson of Minnesota, 
chairman of the Postoffice Committee, to 
amend section 217 of the Penal Code 
with reference to the mailing of poisons, 
ete. The proposed amendment would 
make the section read as follows :— 

Section 217 That all kinds of poison, and 
all articles and compositions containing poison, 
and all poisonous animals, insects, and rep- 
tiles, and explosives of all kinds, and infernal 
machines, and mechanical, chemical, or other 
devices or compositions which may ignite or 
explode, and all disease germs or scabs, and 
all other natural or artificial articles, compo- 
sitions. or materials, of whatever kind, which 
may kill or in any wise hurt, harm, or injure 
another or damage, deface, or otherwise injure 
the mails or other property, whether sealed 
as first-class matter or not, are hereby ce- 
clared to be non-mailable matter, and_ shall 
not be conveyed in the mails or delivered from 
any post office or station thereof, nor by any 
letter.carrier; but the postmaster-general may 
permit the transmission in the mails, under 
such rules and regulations as he shall pre- 
scribe, of any articles hereinbefore described 
which are not outwardly or of their own force 
dangerous or injurious to life, health, or prop- 
erty: Provided. That all spirituous, vinous, 
malted, fermented, or other intoxicating liquors 
of any kind are hereby declared to be non- 
mailable, and shall not be deposited in or car- 
ried through the mails Whoever shall know- 
ingly deposit or cause to be deposited for 
mailing or delivery, or shall knowingly cause 
to be delivered by mail, according to the 
direction thereon or at any place at which it 
is directed to be delivered by the person to 
whom it is addressed, anything declared by 
this section to be non-mailable, unless in 
accordance with the rules and _ regulations 
hereby authorized to be prescribed by the post- 
master-general, shall be fined not more than 
$1,000 or imprisoned not more than two years, 
or both; and whoever shall knowingly deposit 
to be deposited for mailing or deliv-

by mail, according to the direction thereon or 
at any place to which it is directed to be 


delivered by the pe mn to whom it is ad- 
dressed, anything declared by this section to 
be non-mailable, whether transmitted in ac- 
cordance with the rules and regulations au- 
thorized to be prescribed by the postmaster- 
general or not, with the design, intent, or 
purpose to kill or in any wise hurt, harm, 
or injure another, or damage, deface, or other- 
wise injure the mails or other property, shall 
be fined not more than $5,000 or imprisoned 
not more than ten years, or both.

It is noted that these are generally in 
items which have encountered some 
competition from foreign made goods.

Imports are coming in, it 
ig true, but in such small quantities as 
to make little difference, whereas 
domestic production is below that pre- 
yailing twelve months ago. 

After the armistice was signed some 
of the works limited production in 
order to allow the clearance of some 
of the immense stocks then on hand. 
These stocks have been estimated at 
100,000 tons. It was thought by pro- 
ducers that Germany might soon again 
be in the field with former strength. 
Germany did not “come back” and 
after several months producers put on 
full gear speed again but were unable 
to catch up to the demand. A disas- 
trous fire which destroyed one of the 
largest Nebraska works was an ad- 
ditional handicap. 

Nitrate supplies depend on shipping 
and the shipping shortage has not yet 
been overcome. Sufficient amounts 
cannot be brought in till more ships 
are built and this will require months 
more of shipyard activity. 

Other essential fertilizers are alarm- 
ingly scarce. Sulphate of ammonia 
which is such an important nitrogen- 
ous soil food is not to be had at all ex-

FISH SCRAP.—The scanty supply 
of fish scrap has proved insufficient 
for the demand and the market as a 
result is very firm. Fish scrap dried 
has been quoted at $6.60 and 10c., but 
some producers this week were asking 
l5e. more. They say that rising labor 
costs are the determining factor in 
their advance. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — 
Sharp bidding of exporters for second- 
hand lots drove prices up this week. 
Quotations were variable, ranging 
from $5.25 to $5.50 for double bags 
f.a.s., New York, but some actual sales 
were made at much higher figures. 
Mention was made of one sale at $5.85. 
All these were small secondhand lots 
and no first offerings were to be had 
of double bags, f.a.s., with no bulk 
f.o.b. work for sale under any condi- 
tions. The steel strike has cut off 
the production of this very important 
mineral nitrogen, and till the produc- 
tion of coke has been renewed on a 
large scale there can be little relief to 
the situation. Hopes are entertained 
that the steel and coal strikers will 
be induced to resume work again on 
a thoroughgoing scale within a short 
time. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The situa- 
tion in nitrate of soda remains little 
changed from last week. Prices, in 
fact, are still the same, $3.00 @ $3.02%. 
Labor troubles in Chili seem relieved 
this week, but the basic difficulty re- 
mains, the shortage of tonnage for 
transportation. As a result dealers’ 
stocks are kept down to the smallest 
point at all times. They could handle 
much more than they can secure. The 
Shipping Board is being urged to allot 
more tonnage for nitrate carrying, but 
the Board declares that no more ships 
can be spared from the conveyance of 
other essentials. Nitrate dealers argue 
that their commodity is even more im- 
portant than other essentials, that 
larger nitrate importations will result 
in the larger food crops which are so 
necessary in these days of world food 
shortage. Dealers are in hopes of per- 
suading the Shipping Board officials to 
their pr SPH 

OSPHATES. 

ACID PHOSPHATE. Shipments 
from Florida are slightly more liberal 
than they have been recently, but this 
means only a fraction of former re- 
sulis. Some outside labor has been 
brought in to take the place of strik- 
ers and the process of building up a 
full force of efficient workers is neces- 
sarily slow. The market is now hold- 
ing fairly firm as the result of the 
insufficiency of supply to meet the re- 
quirements of the trade. The export 
demand has been reduced by the 
knowledge of foreign buyers. that 
America has no surplus of this fer- 
tilizer she wished to export. Price of 
acid phosphate in bulk is still $18.00 
a ton, and acid phosphate from South- 
ern ports is $18.00 to $18.25 a ton. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The §tabor 
situation is still the most acute prob- 
lem facing phosphate rock producers. 
Efforts to build up a _ satisfactory 
working force are being made under 
great difficulties. The workers on 
strike seem to be inspired by more 
radical motives than strikers in times 
past, and therefore they are more dif- 
ficult to deal with in the customary 
way. New men have been brought in 
as a nucleus. The’ transportation 
problem is still acute, though some 
producers believe an effort is being 
made by the Railroad Administration 
to give them more cars, particularly 
in Tennessee. Producerg are still sold 
well ahead into 1920 and are not seek- 
ing new business. 

Producers are not the ones who will 
suffer most from the shortage of their 
product. The greatest sufferers will 
be, first the farmer and then _ the 
American people and all users of our 
agricultural products. For this reason 
efforts are being made to get the gov- 
ernment as the guardian of the com- 
munity at large to take definite steps 
towards a return to full production of 
this necessary soil food. 


POTASHES. 


The acute shortage of potash is one 
of the most disturbing features of the 
general fertilizer situation. German 
potash is coming in such meagre 
amounts as to relieve the shortage 
very little. More than eleven thou- 
sand bags, or somewhat more than a 
thousand tons, came in recently, but 
this is a mere drop in the bucket. The 
coal scarcity in Germany has caused 
half of the potash mines to be closed 
down for the time being, so the pros- 
pects are clouded still further. Do- 
mestic production is more unsatisfac- 
tory than it has been since the Ameri- 
can industry was strongly established 
some years ago. Lack of railroad 
facilities is one difficulty, and then,

next season The impression still _persists in 
some quarters that an easing off will take 
place, but all the indications are to be re- 


garded as arguing against this supposition and 
in favor of a further advance Regardless of 
official] edicts against so-called profiteering 
and in support of maximum figures, the law 
of supply appears to be asserting itself, this 
being already plainly shown in some divisions, 
where the restrictions which the government 
seeks to impose actually work to the disad- 
vantage of the users of fertilizers, for they 
have the effect of forcing some of the mate- 
rials to seek outside markets The remoteness 
of the next shipping season, however, and the 
hope which not a few of the fertilizer men 
cling to the idea that somehow the upward 
movement will be halted or even reversed, 
combine to make the market very quiet for the 
present. It is difficult for the sellers to get 
prospective buyers interested in offers of ma- 
terials, as far as appearances go, though there 
can be no doubt that all of this class are 
watching developments in the trade with the 
closest attention, and stand ready to take ad- 
vantage of any appreciable recessions that may 
take place Of course, if it should turn out 
that no concessions at all can be obtained 
the prevailing hesitancy will in due course of 
time yield, and perhaps something of a scram- 
ble will ensue Well-informed members of 
the trade incline to the view that the demand 
may be expected to run considerably and _ per- 
haps greatly ahead of the supplies. All of 
the conditions support the belief that the 
quantities of fertilizer materials called for will 
be in excess of the wants of former seasons, 
while the sources Of supply have been nar- 
rowed rather than widened 

FISH SCRAP.—Some little work is still being 
done by vessels of the menhaden fleet oper- 
ating off the entrance to the Chesapeake Bay, 
but the season is virtually over, and the boats 
that have remained on the grounds have hard- 
ly found their perseverance a paying enter- 
prise, Still, there is a good market for the 
scrap that is being turned out, since the fac- 
tories are cleaned up on the catch made in 
the past and can easily cut out. The stocks 
of scrap that may be expected are held at 
$7 and 10 at factory, with the acid fish at 
$5.50 and 50 at shipping point. The limited 
quantities of animal ammoniates generally in 
sight tend to stimulate the call for such scrap. 
TANKAGE.—While pronounced quiet pre- 
vails in the market for tankage, the stocks 
offered are very small. Practically no quota- 
tions are to be had from the large Western 
producers for the reason that they are able to 
dispose of their output to a great extent for 
hog food or to buyers down South and do not 
need the custom of the East. This disposi- 
tion to use tankage for stock feed, moreover, 
has in it an element well calculated to cause 
alarm among the manufacturers of mixtures. 





Ammoniates are none too plentiful as it is, 
and with at least some of them very short it 
can hardly fail to come about that a decided 
scarcity will develop All the signs indicate 
that the requirements of the users will be ex- 
ceptionally large, with no new sources of 
supply to draw upon Therefore, while the fig- 
ure quoted here—about $7.30 and 10 for 11 
and 15 high grad fround tankage, c.a.f. basis 
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short, and at the same time foreign countries 
are in the market, willing to pay very attrac- 
tive prices, with the movement held back only 
by a deficiency in the available ocean-going 
tonnage. Given ships, the producers of acid 
phosphate could export great quantities of 
the material. Even as it is the sources of 
supply in this country are being drawn upon 
to an extent that can only emphasize the in- 
adequacy of the offerings The rock coming 
in is still limited, and in other ways the 
activities of the producers are hampered. The 
quotations remain at $16.50 for 14 cent. 
and at $18 for 16 per cent. stocks 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Stocks of nitrate of 
soda seem to be small enough even at this 
time, when no especially urgent demand makes 
itself felt Imports are relatively small, and 
it appears altogether likely that not a few 
of the wants felt are being held in abeyance 
in the hope that prices may ease off This 
hope has in recent months proved illusory, 
and buyers who expected to profit by procras- 
tination have felt impelled to get into the 
market at higher figures than were asked at 
the time The quotations remain around $3 
to $3.05 for spot, with futures indefinite 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The offerings 
of sulphate of ammonia are exceedingly small 
und so infrequent that some members of the 
trade have no quotations Iivery now and 
then a car comes into the market, but for the 
most part the trade is without tenders, which 
is attributed by some members to the desire 
of the government to keep down the price for 
the benefit of domestic users, a proceeding 
that works out differently A seller who 
asked, say, $5.50 for sulphate of ammonia 
runs the risk of being charged with profiteer- 
ing Accordingly he sells for export in double 
bags at a price that nets him a considerably 
larger profit, and the domestic fertilizer man 
has to do without. 

POTASH.—There is very little potash on the 
market, the stocks that come out being far 
smaller than the wants of the buyers. <Ac- 
cordingly the range of prices is very firm, 
with foreign potash nominally still at $20 for 
14 per cent. kainit, $25 for 20 per cent. ma- 
nure salt and $85 for 80 per cent. muriate 
Domestic potash can, ptrhaps, be bought for 
$2.75, though the offerings do not exceed very 
moderate proportions Sales of kelp ash have 
been made at this figure in the last few days. 
It is reported from Nebraska that some of the 
producers there are preparing to resume. 

BONE.—Nothing new has developed in the 
market for bone, the stocks to be had attain- 
ing no important proportions, while the in 
quiry is keen enough. The quotations remain 
at $45 for 3 and 5V0 ground steamed bone and 
at $50 for 4-44 and 48 ground raw bone

CHICAGO, Nov. 21, 1919. 

Fertilizers were steady on the Chicago 
market, with blood and tankage prices re- 
maining unchanged and bone materials only 
showing a slight inclination to rise in price. 
The demand for blood and tankage continues 
to come solely from the hog digester produ- 
cers, With other sources of demand dormant 
and results in the stationary market and 
prices Dry unground steam bone materials 
showed an increase and was quotable at $27 
@32, while raw bone meal showed a slight 
decline and was listed at $40@42.

PHOSPHATE MINES 


Of Morocco Open to Concession 


Seekers—Large Capital Required 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 

The phosphate mines at El Boroudj, 
Morocco, will probably be put up to pub- 
lic tender early next year, according to 
the British Board of Trade Journal. In- 
tending tenders will have at least five 
months’ warning of the call for tenders, 
“cahiers des charges” being published, 
and all possible information given to en- 
able them to make out their offers. 

Competition will be open, and the con- 
cession will go to the tenderer who of- 
fers the highest amount per ton exported 
from the protectorate. 

It is not yet certain which part of the 
district in which the deposits are found 
will be first put up to tender, whether 
the northeast end, near Oued Zem, or 
the southwest end, near El Boroudj. 

The concession is not one which would 
interest small companies, as it is ex- 
pected that it will call for 100,000,000 
frances (say $20,000,000) capital. Rail- 
ways of at least one meter gauge (3.28 
feet) will have to be constructed by the 
concessionnaires, and it will be probably 
a matter of two years before any min- 
eral is exported. 

A well-Known French company is al- 
ready at work preparing for the tender. 
The concession is a large enterprise, and 
the protectorate desires to eliminate 
small companies which will not put the 
matter properly in hand. The authori- 
ties will welcome any capital likely to 
be able to work the deposits in a large 
way. 


Chemical Fertilizers to Be Manufac- 
tured In Sicily 


Avv. Filippo .Lavelia, known as the or- 
ganizer of many co-operative associations 
in Sicily, has formed a company for the 
scientific development of farm lands on 
that island. Among other things, the 
company proposes to manufacture chem- 
ical fertilizers on a large scale. The 
new. corporation has the financial sup- 
port of the Banca Italiana di Sconto. 
This is only another indication of exten- 
sive plans for increasing the productivity 
of the Italian soil.

Supplies on 
gpot have been taken up almost en- 
tirely by the good demand which Jhas 
heen received for some time back. The 
fact that producers are behind in their 
contracts in most instances and in 
many cases are unable to offer spot 
supplies or near by shipments has had 
the effect of driving spot prices very 
nigh. Many of the regular consumers 
would be glad to pay even the high 
prices which prevail on spot were they 
able to get sufficient supplies at even 
these figures. In most of the items, no- 
tably benzine, naphtha, toluol and xylol, 
trading has been of a very restricted 
nature during the week and only such 
small lots as were occasionally picked 
up in second hands were turned over. 
prices approach the war levels in many 
of these commodities and in the list as 
a whole there is almost the same de- 
gree of difficulty in getting supplies as 
was in evidence at the time when large 
lots were required for munitions. The 
steel strike is primarily responsible for 
this and until that strike is settled 
there is little possibility of any better 
supplies of any of these items. In fact 
the situation has grown steadily worse 
during the. past two weeks and pro- 
ducers state that they will be in no 
position to offer spot goods before well 
into ypext year. 

Intermediates have on the whole been 
in good demand during the entire pe- 
riod. The supply of many of the 
preducts is rather limited on account 
of the fact that the crudes are so scarce 
and the demand so good. Some pro- 
ducers are now quoting only on the 
date of shipment basis and state that 
they cannot guarantee prices from day 
to day. The consumers are in the 
market for large quantities of most 
of the items on the list in spite of the 
fact that the prices named in the spot 
market are rather higher than they 
have been. Further advances in any of 
the important items were not reported 
during the week but the spot supplies 
of many of the important items, 
notably aniline oil and aniline salt are 
very limited and the situation in such 
items is rapidly approaching’ the 
nominal. Prices remain nominally at 
the levels noted a week ago but it is 
probable that buyers would have been 
willing to pay even higher prices were 
there any supplies worth noting in the 
market, 

The interest in the color market was 
centered in the proposed Penrose dye 
resolution the passage of which by the 
Senate is looked for by the first of next 
week. An identical resolution has al- 
ready been passed by the House and 
With the treaty in its final stages it 
is hoped that it will be acted on by the 
Senate at an early date. Opinion is 
contradictory regarding the value and 
practicability of the measure. In some 
directions there is a tendency to pro- 
test against the continuation of control 
as a War measure which could be ac- 
complished in some other more satis- 
factory way. The bulk of the color

COAL TAR ACIDS 


ANTHRANILIC.—There has been a 
good demand during the past week for 
this material and fair quantities have 
been turned over from day to day. Spot 
tocks are said to be rather smaller 
than usual. Prices are well maintained 
With quotations on the basis of $6 per 
pound representing the inside price on 
large lots of the material. 

BENZOIC. There has been no 
change in the steady demand for this 
acid during the past week. In spite of 
the fact that this call is rather lighter 
than it was during the late summer 
months, there is still a large amount of 
business going through and prices are 
well maintained on the basis of Tic. per 
pound for the technical and 90c. per 
pound for the U. S. P. Spot stocks are 
reported as rather limited. 

CRESOTINIC.—A fair demand has 
been received during the week, but at 
best only a small volume of business is 
done and the market looks rather quiet 
at 39@40c. per pound. 

CRESYLIC.—tThere are still offers in 
the market for the 97@99 per cent. 
grade of cresylic acid on the basis of 
S5e. per gallon, drums included. The 
95 per cent, dark grade is quoted at 80c. 
per gallon on a similar basis. The de- 
mand is of fair proportions and prices 
are well maintained at these levels. In 
fact, some of the producers are not will- 
ing to meet the low prices named by the 
factors, who quote as above and are 
asking 5c. more on the gallon for these 
grades. Lower grades of the material 
are held at proportionate prices with a 
routine small-lot demand in evidence. 

H.—H acid is offered by producers 
on the basis of $1.50 per pound. It is 
stated in some directions that the large 
amount of the material which was 
available a short time ago has been 
very largely absorbed by the demand 
and that prices are due for a substantial 
advance. As yet, however, there has 
been no change, and quotations stand 
at their former levels with no diffi- 
culty in filling spot orders at that 
figure. 

NAPHTHIONIC.—The demand _ for 
this material is steady and consumers 
ure reported as taking the usual quan- 
tities in their regular way. Producers 
report that they have made no changes 
in their regular prices and are still 
offering on the steady market at 95c. 
per pound for the technical and $1.15 
per pound for the refined. 

PHTHALIC.—There has been no fur- 
ther change in the situation since the 
last report and it begins to look as if 
prices were pretty well stabilized at 
the levels set at the time of the recent 
decided break in prices. The competi- 
tion for new business is not as keen as 
it has been, but no one is advancing his 
prices from the level of 75c. per pound 
for the anhydride and 65c. per pound for 
the crude acid. 

PICRAMIC.—Supplies of this ma- 
terial are again in the market and pro- 
ducers are asking 95c.@$1 per pound 
for the material for prompt shipment 
from works. There has been a fair de- 
mand and large interests are said to be 
in the market for a considerable quan- 
tity of the material. 

PICRIC.— There has been no change 
in the quotations of the producers, who 
are as yet considerably overstocked 
with the material The inside vrice 
openly quoted is 20c. per pound, but it 
is stated that this might have been 
shaded on a firm offer for a large lot of 
the material 

SALICYLIC.—The demand for this 
material is strong, but with the raw 
material more nearly in a settled posi- 
tion than it has been for some time 
back, it is stated that prices will prob- 
ably remain level for some little time 
to come. The producers are working 
on 15@17c. phenol and this is given as 
the reason for the recent advance to 
55c. per pound of the U. 8S. P. material. 
The technical grade is also in some de- 
mand and prices are well maintained 
ut 48@45e. per pound. 

SULPHANILIC.—There is a _ fairly 
good routine demand for this acid and 
the producers report that they are do- 
ing a regular consuming business. The 
inquiries received in the market during 
the past week are generally not for very 
large lots of the product, but prices ar. 
well maintained at the recent advance 
to 38c. per pound for the refined and 
28c. per pound for the technical. 

1:3:6.— There is a fair amount of in- 
terest in the market for this acid and 
producers state that they are doing all 
the business which they can take care 
of at present There is only a small 
amount of the material offered in the 
market and this is taken by the con 
sumers without argument at the for 
mer asking price of $1 per pound.

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CRESOL.—No further change was to 
pe noted in this m erial during the 
past wee k. Tradi has been routire 
and recent reductions seem to have 
had little effect on the amount of busi- 
ness put through. Prices stand at 141%c 
per pound and sale were reported at 


this level during the past week. 

NAPHTHA—There is very _ little 
eolvent naphtha on spot and producers 
state that they are in much the same 
position in this m iterial which is seen 
in benzol and other crudes. The 
strike has tied things up so tight that 
there is practically no spot market for 
the material. One sale on spot was 
reported during the week on the basis 
of 32c. per gallon, but consumers 
would doubtless pay more to fill their 
requirements of the material. 
NAPHTHALINE.—The_ strong de- 

mand has forced prices to 7c. per pound 
for the flakes and 9c. per pound for the 
ball. The amount of material to be 
offered is rather smaller than it has 
been. Prices on spot are somewhat 
higher than the contract prices. Sec- 
Fond hands are in most directions un- 
able to offer any large quantity of the 
material. The situation is very firm 
and further advances would not be an 
unexpected development. 

PHENOL.—Government goods guar- 
anteed to test up to the U. S. P. re- 
quirements are still in the domestic 
market at 12c. per pound. It is stated, 
however, that export prices are in the 
hands of a few producers who are not 
as yet sold up. One large export or- 
der was taken during the week at 20c. 
per pound, although quotations at 17c. 
per pound were reported in some direc- 
tions. The domestic demand is of fair 
proportions, but the export demand is 
even stronger and a very firm market 
is in progress, with prices well main- 
tained. 

TOLUOL.—The spot situation is very 
nearly nominal. Prices have been re- 
peatedly advanced until they stand at 
g Pc. per gallon inside for prompt de- 
livery. There is little to be had even 
at this price. The producers are un- 
Fable to offer any material for ship- 
ment before the first of the year and 
will take on no new business for defi- 
nite date shipment.

in determining their prices. 

XYLOL.—No further change in this 
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it is doubtful if business would be 
entertained at this figure on spot. The 
shipment price, however, continues to 
stand at that level, 

ANILINE SALT.—The scarcity and 
high prices of the oil have again ada- 
vanced the price of the salt slightly. 
The producers would not accept busi- 
ness at the close of the week at less 
than 37c. per pound and one factor re- 
ported a sale at as high as 39c. per 
pound. It is stated that spot goods are 
very scarce and that only for ship- 
ment can large lots be had. 

ANTHIRACENE.—The demand has 
taken up a large part of the spot sup- 
plies and the situation is nearly nom- 
inal at present. Prices asked have 
been advanced on the high grades of 
the material and while lower grades 
have not as yet been advanced it is 
believed that the firm position which is 
in evidence means an advance im the 
near future. The 80 per cent. is gener- 
ally quoted on the basis of 60@65c. 
per pound, while the 40@45 per cent. is 
offered at 14c. per pound and the 20@ 
25 per cent. at 54% @6c. per pound. 

BENZALDEHYDE.—prrices are un- 
changed and the demand is about the 
same as it has been for some time in 
the past. Prices are well maintained 
and sales on the basis of 70c. per pound 
for the technical, 90c.@$1.30 per pound 
for the U. S. P., according to seller, 
and $1.75 per pound for guaranteed 
free from chlorine goods were reported 
by various factors during the past 
week. 

BENZIDINE.—There were offers of 
benzidine based on the basis of $1.05 
per pound during the week. Some of 
the large producers, however, state 
that they are unwilling to shade $1.10 
per pound and that they are doing 
some business at that figure. The 
market looks rather firm on the strong 
demand, both domestic and export, and 
a general advance to the upper figure 
would not be an unexpected develop- 
ment. The sulphate is in good demand 
and prices are well maintained at the 
levels noted a week ago. Sales at 85c. 
per pound were reported by leading 
factors in the trade. 

BENZYL CHLORIDE.—The refined 
grade of this material is very strong 
and recent advances in prices have 
been maintained without any trouble. 
It is reported that the producers are 
unwilling to sell the lower technical 
grade of the product on account of 
the fact that there is not much demand 
and low prices must be accepted to 
get business. One small sale was re- 
ported during the week at 20c. per 
pound, but there is little business com- 
ing through from the consumers. 

BETA NAPTHOL.—The supply of 
this material is in the hands of a few 
factors. Others state that they are sold 
up well into next year and that they 
can accept no additional business. 
There is not much spot goods in the 
market and to get large lots. ship- 
ments from works are taken. The de- 
mand is fair and prices on spot goods 
are rather strong. The best price on 
the sublimed noted during the week 
was 67c. per pound. The distilled 
grade is quoted at no less than 48c. per 
pound. The other grades are rather 
more quiet and display less strength 
than the two just mentioned.

BETA NAPHTHYLAMINE. — There 
has been no change in the quotations 
of the leading producers of this mate- 
rial and prices are very firm on the 
strong demand at $1.40 per pound for 
the technical and $2 per pound for the 
refined. 

DIE THYLANILINE.—There has been 
a good demand for this material dur- 
ing the week and some of the pro- 
ducers state that they are unable to 
fill all the orders which they are re- 
ceiving. The supply is rather limited 
owing to the scarcity of the raw ma- 
terials and prices are looked to ad- 
vanee in the near future. Up to the 
close there were still offers on the basis 
of $1.40 per pound in the market. 

DIMETHYLANILINE. — There has 
been a strong market in evidence for 
several weeks back. Spot stocks are 
depleted to such an extent that even 
moderate inquiries are being noted for 
shipment. Consumers are taking large 
supplies in spite of recent advances in 
the prices and quotations better than 
58e. per pound could not be located 
during the past week. 

DINITROBENZOL.—Prices still stand 
at 24c. per pound but the market looks 
very much firmer than it did a week 
ago. There has been a fair amount of 
large business in the market durfng 
the week and this has had the erfect 
of relieving the pressure of the large 
spot stock which had accumulated.

MONOCHLORBENZOL.—There is no 
change in the situation in this material 
since the report of a week ago. Trad- 
ing has been of fair proportions but 
large business has not been as much 
in evidence as it was a few weeks ago.

There has been no change in price on 
the quiet steady demand and the mar- 
ket is level at $3.50 per pound. 

PARANITROPHENOL.—tThere is no 
change in the market and prices are 
held at their former levels without dif- 
ficulty.

It would seem that with shipping 
easier than it has been at any time 
since the close of the war, there should 
be an influx of raw materials from 
South America and the West Indies. 
However, this is not the case. In fact, 
only small shipments of many of the 
most needed products have been re- 
ceived all through the summer and 
these have generally been taken up 
by the demand as soon as they ar- 
rived. It is stated in some directions 
that British and French interests have 
secured control of large concessions 
of logwood and Brazil wood territory 
and that shipments of wood from this 
trritory will in all probability not be 
received for some time to come, The 
Black River Jamaica territory is said 
to be practically in the hands of large 
British interests who are restricting 
shipments of wood from ports in the 
island. The best qualities of wood are 
said to be reserved and only the poorer 
qualities are being shipped. If this is 
the case the shortage of good wood 
in the spot market is not so remark- 
able, It is to be hoped that importers 
will take decisive steps to supply the 
domestic consumers with  suflicient 
supplies. If some action is not taken 
very high prices are almost sure to 
result in the near future with the con- 
sequent danger to the industry of an 
influx of foreign made extract. . The 
demand for high qualities of raw 
products has been very strong during 
the week, but actual business is ham- 
pered by the fact that such small sup- 
plies are available. Prices are well 
maintained at the high levels noted at 
the time of the last report.

ACETATE OF SODA.—The good de- 
mand and scarcity of resale material 
has maintained the prices of the 
producers of this material in good 
shape during the past week. These 
factors are quoting nearby — ship- 
ments at 7c. per pound in most direc- 
tions although late December goods 
could have been had at 6%c. per 
pound. Spot goods in small volume 
were turned over during the week at 
the latter figure. 

ALUMINA CHLORIDE.—The 
ing factors in the market for this 
product state that they are able to

ALBUMEN.—The egg albumen mar- 
ket is considerably firmer than it has 
been during the past two or three 
weeks.

BARWOOD.—Ther has been no 
change in the demand nor in the sup- 
ply of the material and prices hold 
steady at recently prevailing levels 
with sales on the basis of 6c. per pound 
for prime chips reported. 

CAMWOOD,.—Camwood chips are 
still offered at 18c. per pound. It is 
stated that the demand is rather light 
and offerings are large. Prices are un- 
changed but are rather weak at 18c. 
per pound for large lots. 

CHESTNUT.—The demand for chest- 
nut extract is strong and a large 
amount of business is going on with 
the tanneries.

TRADE AND NEWS ITEMS. 





The rights of the Texas Co. have 
been admitted to trading on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 


F. S. Smithers and Co., of New 
York, announce that the stock issue of 
the Fensland Oil Co. stock recently 
offered by them has all been sold. 


J. J. Crews, president of the recently 
organized Crews Petroleum Co. of De- 
troit, and formerly salesmanager for 
the Fuel Oil Co. of St. Louis, spent 
last week in St. Louis on business. 


The Standard Oil of Louisiana has 
brought in another gusher in the Ho- 
mer field, Louisiana, doing 25,000 bar- 


rels a day. The well was completed 
Saturday, November 15, according to 
Pittsburg reports. 

The Middle States Oil Corporation 
commenced running oil Wednesday 
through its own pipeline from the 


Burkburnett oil field, Texas, to Deval, 
Oklahoma, the capacity of which is 
14,000 barrels a day. 


A gas well yielding more than 8,000,- 


000 cubie feet daily has been struck 
near McKeesport. The well is the 
property of the Philadelphia Co., and 


is the second one owned by that com- 
pany in the district. 


Simms Petroleum Co., which in ad- 
dition to its activities in the Homer 
field of Louisiana, where it is drilling 
five wells, is also drilling seven wells 
on its acreage in Texas, announces the 
bringing in of a well on its Weaver 
lease in FErath county, Texas, which 
without being shot, flowed at the rate 
of 1,800 barrels a day. 


A. J. Seligman & Co. have an- 
nounced the closing of the subscrip- 
tion books for the 300,000 shares of 
Magna Oil & Refining Co. stock, 
which was offered to the public at $8 
a share. The issue has been heavily 
oversubscribed. 


The Middle States Oil Corporation 
has declared a regular cash dividend 
of one per cent. monthly, payable on 
December 1 to stock of record Novem- 
ber 20 and a stock apportionment of 
10 per cent. to all stockholders of rec- 
ord on November 20. 


The Texas & Pacific Coal & Oil 
Co., of Thurber, has filed an amend- 
ment to its charter, increasing its cap- 
ital stock from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000. 
Proceeds from the sale of the addi- 
tional stock will be used in enlarging 
oil operating facilities. 


An official of the Manhattan Oil Co. 
has stated that in August and Sep- 
tember earnings of the company were 
more than 60 per cent. greater than 
in the corresponding month a year 
ago and that October would show the 
biggest month in the company’s his- 
tory. 


The Skelly Oil Co. has brought in 
four wells during the past few weeks 
on the Anderson lease of 188 acres in 
the Desdemona field of Texas. The 
first well came in at 3,500 barrels and 
the second at 2,800 barrels. Advices 
received from Tulsa, Okla., announced 
two new wells doing 1,000 barrels each 
on this tract with several additional 
wells drilling, and that the pipelines 
are taking all the production of this 
field.

Arrangements have been completed 
by the Atlantic, Gulf & West Indies’ 
Mexican oil subsidiary for the con- 
struction of a 30,000-barrel daily ca- 
pacity refinery at its terminal near 
Port Lobos, Mexico. The plant will 
be constructed in units of 10,000 bar- 
rels each. 


The Dallas Comanche Oil Associa- 
tion’s No. 1 A. M. Anderson, about two 
miles west of Desdemona, is flowing 500 
barrels by heads, according to a recent 
report from that town. The well began 
early in the week producing at the out- 
set 150 barrels daily. It is important 
because it advances production about 
a mile and a half to the north. The 
nearest producers is the Phoenix No. 2 
about a mile to the west on the Griffin 
tract. : 


The Ranger Gulf Corporation, own- 
ing an interest in over 150 acres in the 
Burkburnett extension, Texas, reports 
21 wells on their property drilled to 
top of sand. Four wells are now pro- 
ducing. No. 1 came in at 3,500 barrels. 
Pipelines being built by the company 
extending from the property across 
the Red River to Devol, Okla., are 
now reaching completion. This pipe- 
line will take care of from 7,500 to 
10,000 barrels daily. 


Oil tanks located outside of grocery 
stores at Burlington, N. J., are proving 
to be a menace to the properties near 
which they are located, as six fires of 
recent date have been attributed to them 
bv the Burlington Fire Department. 
The last fire was at the store of Ed- 
ward H. Danetz, St. Mary and Pearl 
streets. The owner of the property 
discovered a blaze near the tank last 
Sunday morning. and a neighbor with 
the aid of a hand fire extinguisher sub- 
dued the blaze before the arrival of 
the city fire apparatus.

Taken in their entirety, the field reports from the 
various districts of the United States, together with 
those from foreign sources of oil production, show 
that the development of the oil industry throughout 
the world goes on at a pace unequaled in the past 
history of the business. While there are some spots 
of quietness noticed here and there, the quietness is 
due to the fact that winter weather has set in, and 
even at that the severe cold weather has not been a 
suficient deterrent to prevent oil workers from get- 
ting through with some kind of development work. 
In other places where the weather has not been so 
severe the work being done is on a comparatively 
tremendous scale and indicates an insatiable desire 
on the part of the workers to “‘strike oil.” 

Dry holes may be struck and rigs abandoned for 
one cause or another, but for the number of enter- 
prises reaching those stages of the game there are 
hundreds of new ones being started. Many of the 
new ones have proven good investments, and these 
have but served to attract further efforts on the part 
of both experienced and inexperienced operators to 
the oil fields. Needless to say, it is only the experi- 
enced operators who are making a steady success of 

¢ business. Inexperienced delvers into the petro- 
leum industry may strike a well or two here and 
there, but their efforts do not mount up in a total 
worthy of consideration in the industry as a whole.

It is stated with regard to the western half of Ten- 
nessee that the famous Pennsylvania formation lies 
underneath, and the drillers are anxious to get down 
into the Trenton limestone, which has given some 
good wells in the past in the fields of Ohio and 
Indiana. 


The Gulf Coast and East Texas do not report 
much of unusual interest this week, and the same is 
true of the other fields generally. California reports 
an extension of the Richfield district and an unusual 
amount of activity going on in the San Joaquin val- 
ley district. Kansas shows that while there were 
fewer new wells completed in the State in the month 
of October, there was a gain in the new pro- 
duction. 


Foreign reports state that the Roumanian fields 
have again returned to normal producing conditions 
as they existed before the recent strike of oil work- 
ers, and that production has been considerably aug- 
mented. There was a large gusher brought in at 
Baicoi, flowing from 500 to 600 tons of oil daily. 
From Canada comes the report that there is con- 
siderable progress being made with work in the 
Frazer River valley, but that no commercial showing 
of oil has been obtained as yet, though there are 
good indications of oil in the district. The forma- 
tion is said to be the same as that found in the Cali- 
fornia field. No work is being done in the northern 
half of the Peace River district, as the Dominion 
Government has reserved this territory pending the 
completion of the report of the investigation made 
last summer by geologists for the Government. This 
report is now being compiled and will show the po- 
tential petroleum resources of the district. No new 
developments have been cbtained in the Ontario dis- 
trict. Japanese reports state that things are quiet 
ever there so far as production is concerned, the 
steady decline recently noted still being evident. 
Prices for finished products are steadily increasing 
because of the shortage of goods on hand and the 
small quantities being brought in from abroad. 


Eastern 
Of the high grade Eastern fields, the brightest 


spot at this writing appears to be the western half 
of Tennessee. Thousands of acres of leases in that 
district are changing hands daily and prices are 
booming, with reports frequent of good prospects for 
oil being shown. Both big and little operators are 
busily engaged in drilling into the Pennsylvania for- 
mation, which is stated to underlie this particular 
field. It is felt that the possibilities are good for the 
operators to strike into the old Trenton limestone, 
which in years past was a wonderful and productive 
formation in the Ohio and Indiana fields. It is not 
expected that the Tennessee district will develop any 
gushers, but there is a confidence felt that there will 
be some good steady production found. Another 
portion of the high grade fields which is showing up 
well just at this time is the western Kentucky sec- 
tion. That section is reported coming to the fore 
with a rapid stride and is practically running away 
from the eastern half of the same State in a produc- 
ing way. More than 400 wells are drilling in that 
aictrict. A summary of the week’s work for the 
high grade fields east of the Mississippi river shows 
that there were 339 new wells completed, and of 
that total 57 were gas wells, while 63 were dry 
holes. New production for the week equaled 5,814 
barrels. The figures represent a gain of 143 new 
wells over the number finished the week before and 
an increase of 2,319 barrels of new production. 
California 

While there was considerable new work started 
in the California fields in the last week, probably the 
greatest amount of activity was reported from the 
Sar. Joaquin valley, where the amount of develop- 
ment work going on is reported as the greatest in 
the history of that particular district. In the southern 
portion of the State, around Richfield, there is also 
considerable development work going on, and the 
same is true of the Coalinga. The work being done 
in the Richfield district has resulted in an extension 
of that territory to the east and other work has re- 
sulted in the bringing in a location of what is believed 
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may be a new and important field at the mouth of 
the Pacerita Canyou, east of Saugus and north of 
Newhall. Some large acreage has been leased by a 
rumber of operators in the San Fernando district. 
‘There have been some favorable indications of oil. 
The summary of the new work begun in California 
ficlds during the week shows that there were 31 new 
wells put to the drill within the week, a gain of 12 
over the previous week. 


Canada 


Some showings of oil and gas have been found 
in the extensive operations which are going on in 
the Frazer River Valley, not far from Vancouver, 
B. C., and it is stated that the tertiary conditions dis- 
covered in this field are much similar to those in the 
producing fields of California. No commercial pro- 
duction has been obtained, however, in these fields, 
and the work continues at a rapid pace in the hope 
of getting some kind of a good showing before the 
freeze-up stops all work. No drilling operations 
have been undertaken in the northern part of British 
Columbia, where the northern portion of the Peace 
River district has been reserved by the Dominion 
Government pending an investigation of its potential 
cil sources. This investigation was made last summer 
and a report of the work is now being compiled. In 
torthern Alberta, it is stated, there has been little 
development work done in the Athabaska district. 
Some fair sized operations are being carried out in 
the Ontario district, but there has been nothing of 
especial importance within the last week. Some new 
work has been started in the New Brunswick gas 
tields, but no returns have been made. 


Gulf Coast 


Results in the Gulf Coast fields last week were 
net of the sensational kind, though there was some 
substantial new work done. The most interesting 
feature of the work was probably the bringing in of 
two fair sized producers in the Blue Ridge locality 
at a depth of a little over 2,600 feet. These wells 
open up what is considered a new territory in Blue 
lXidge. Another important completion reported was 
one in South Louisiana at Anse le Butte. Other 
sections of the Gulf Coast fields report the usual 
amount of development work progressing with fair 
results. The drilling synopsis for the week in these 
tclds shows a total of 20 wells completed with a to- 
tal new production of 3,920 barrels. There were 
'7i wells drilling at the end of the week and 77 
rigs up. The number of wells completed was two 
more than the previous week, but the new produc- 
tion reported was 2,585 barrels less. The bulk of 
the new production last week came from West Co- 
lumbia and Goose Creek districts. 


Kansas 

The Kansas fields showed a falling off in the 
rumber of new wells completed in the month of Oc- 
tober, according to a review of the situation made 
by the Reporter correspondent, but, on the other 
hand, the fields made a gain in new production. 
Most of the increase in new oil was credited to the 
Peabody-Elbing field. In the month of October, the 
review shows, there were 298 wells completed, with 
ar aggregate initial production of 29,020 barrels 
of oil, as compared with 314 wells in September 
having a production of 23,031 barrels. No new 
pools were opened during the month, but there was 
a considerable extension made to the Elbing pool. 
Last week there were 172 rigs standing in Kansas 
and 368 tests drilling, a total of 540 for the State, 
including wildcats. Butler county showed a total of 
12,941 barrels of new production from 87 new 
completions in September, as compared with 90 
wells in September giving 15,821 barrels. The past 
week closed without anything new occurring. The 
fields have been feeling the effects of a cold wave 
and but little has been done within the week. 


North Central Texas 


Activity in the North Central Texas petroleum 
fields goes on at as great a pace as ever, with reports 
current of a number of new strikes made during the 
last week.

MEXICAN OUTBREAKS AND DISORDERS 


AVERAGE THREE DAILY, LOCAL PAPERS SAY 


Factions in Rebellion Against Carranze, Bandits, Lawlessness of 
Police and Military Authorities Held Responsible for 


Present Conditions 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 


One hundred and twelve days in Mex- 
ico, from April 10 to July 31 of the pres- 
ent year, saw 317 major outbreaks of 
disorder reported in newspapers’ which 
are published under the close scrutiny 
of the Mexican authorities, according to 

a map indexing conditions in Mexico 
submitted to the Senate Foreign Rela- 

) tions Sub-Committee investigating the 
Mexican situation. Rebel factions and 
bandits, the military and police organ- 
izations and political partisans were re- 
sponsivie for all of three outbreaks, 
which did not include the ordinary police 
crimes and misdemeanors reported.

Of the 317 outbreaks of violence report- 
ed, the Mexican newspaper ascribed 272 
to the activity of various factions in re- 
bellion against the Carranza government, 
15 to the depredations of organized ban- 
dits, 14 to the lawlessness of police and 
military officials, and three clashes be- 
tween political partisans. 

Two newspapers, Excelsior and El Uni- 
versal, published in Mexico City, the seat 
of the Carranza government, reported 312 
of these outbreaks, four were reported by 
Correo d\l Norte, published at Chihuahua 
City, and one was reported by El Heraldo, 
of Chihuahua City. 

It is significant that these outbreaks 
were reported in Mexican newspapers, for 
during June the Carranza authorities ar- 
rested and deported to the disturbed dis- 
trict of Chihuahua a group of newspaper 
editors whose publications had displeased

MEXICAN OIL INDUSTRY SUMMARIZED 


BY AMERICAN CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 





Estimates Potential Output of Wells In Southern Republic at 
547,500,000 Barrels Yearly — World’s Production 


In 1918 Was 


TAMPICO, Mex., Nov. 21, 1919. 
Cc. W. Hamilton of Tampico has pre- 
pared a summary of the oil industry of 
Mexico for the American Chamber of 
Commerce of this city. He says:— 
With les¢¥ than 850 wells completed, of which 
only 315 may be termed productive, Mexico is 





today potentially able to produce and supply 
the whole world’s demands for crude petroleum. 
On March 1, 1919, the Petroleum Department, 
Secretary of Industry, Commerce and Labor 
and the Mexican Government estimated the 
daily potential production of oil wells in the 
republic as being over 1,500,000 barrels, or 
more than 547,500,000 barrels per year. 

It is estimated that the world’s production 
of oil for the year 1918 was about 513,000,000 
barrels If these figures are correct then last 
year Mexico was potentially able to produce 


approximately 98,000,000 barrels more oil than 
was produced In all the other countries of the 
world combined and 206,250,000 barrels more 
than the entire actual production for the 
('nited States (341,250,000 barrels) in the same 
period. 

For the past ten years the 
of petroleum for all countries has increased 
from 2 per cent. to 10 per cent. annually. 
Granting that the world’s demands for petro- 
leum continue to increase in the future as in 
the or even become greater, and should 
the rest of the world fail to maintain even Its 
present production, Mexico can be counted on 
to contribute the difference; in fact, any dif- 
ference up to 100 per cent. of the world’s total 
requirements 


total production

In spite of these staggering figures we must 
consider that as yet the petroleum industry in 


Mexico is only in its infancy. The oil now 
being produced in Mexico comes almost en- 
tirely from the Ebano, Panuco, Topila, Tepe- 
tate-Casiano-Naranjos, Cerro Azul, Alazon and 
Alamo fields, the combined area of which does 
not exceed 125 square miles. There yet re- 


mains vast tracts of land along the East coast 
ind in the northern and southern parts of the 


republic that have never been explored by 
geologists or tested by drilling. 

“Less than 11 per cent. of the potential 
cupacity of the wells in Mexico is being ex- 
ploited. The production of petroleum is con- 
trolled primarily by transportation facilities 
and the market. Unlike other oil-producing 


countries, the internal consumption of crude 
and refined petroleum in Mexico is very small, 
consequently the bulk of production is trans- 
ported to tide water and shipped in tankers to 
the United States, Canada, Cuba, South Ameri- 
ca and Europe. During the recent war only a 
limited number of tank ships were available 


to carry Mexican petroleum, in spite of the 
great demand for oil, so that the actual pro- 
duction of this country had to be curtailed. 


The same war that restricted Mexican produc- 
tion destroyed and otherwise greatly curtailed 
the production of oil in Russia and Roumania. 
In 1916 Russia produced 15.8 per cent. of the 
world’s production of oil, as against about 13.7 


per cent. for 1917, and in 1918 she produced 
still less. Roumania is credited with 2.23 per 
cent. of the world’s production in 1916, but 
failed to produce five-tenths of 1 per cent. in 
1917 and could hardly have produced more 
than that per cent. in 1918. The other oil- 


producing countries did not materially increase 
their production for those years, thus leaving 
the United States and Mexico to make up the 
difference. Oil statistics show that for the 
past six years the United States has consist- 
ently produced around 65 per cent. of the total 
oil production of the world. Mexico in the 
same period has increased her contribution 
from 6.5 per cent. in 1913 to an estimated 12.4 
per cent. In 1918, with the probability of pro- 
ducing nearly 15 per cent. of the world's oil in 
1910 

“Poreign interests, primarily American, con- 
trol the oil industry of Mexico. In 1918 there 
were 27 companies in the republic that pro- 
luced petroleum in commercial quantities, of 
which 17 were owned by Americans, five were 
operated by Spanish-Mexican capital, three 
were owned by Holland interests and two were 
controlled by the British. A total of 63,828,326 
barrels was produced by the above companies 
during the year, divided among the several 
international interests as follows:— 








‘*American, T: per cent.; British, 26.5 per 
cent.; Holland, .6 per cent.; combined Spanish- 
Mexican, .2 per cent Only American and 


British owned companies shipped any oil from 
Mexico during 1018, these exports being divided

“The total exports for the year were 56,765,- 
396 barrels. 

‘On the basis of the water shipments for the 
first six months of 1919 American interests will 
export approximately 83 per cent.; British in- 
terests, 16 per cent., and the Holland and Span- 
ish-Mexican interests each .5 per cent. of the 
estimated 80,000,000 barrels to be exported from 
the republic in 1919. 

“‘In view of the facts cited above it must be 
admitted that Mexico is fast becoming the 
most important oil-producing country in the 
world. She holds the balance of power—a 
power at this time potentially greater than 
any other country, but which has been made 
possible only by those far-sighted American 
citizens who have pioneered and persevered in 
the face of great difficulties, both political and 
economic, at the risk of their own lives and 
their capitaL”’

is WO opinion for tle Supreme Court, 
Justice Van Devanter held that all was 
included within the mineral rights ex- 
cluded from the railroad land grant, and 
that the patent was procured by repre- 
senting that the lands were not mineral. 
The opinion then goes on to show that 
the lands were believed to be oil lands 
when patent was applied for; that the 
Southern Pacific Company made affidavits 
to the contrary, although it had evidence 
indicating that the lands were valuable 
for oil. 


Court’s Opinion in Part. 


The opinion is in part as follows :— 
The established mode of making the selec- 
tions was by presenting at the local land 
office selection lists designating the lands lost 
and those selected, with supporting affidavits 
showing, among other things, that the lands 
selected were of the character contemplated, 


that is to say, were not mineral but agri- 
cultural. These lists and affidavits would 
then be examined in that office and in the 


General Land Office, and ultimately the selec- 
tions would be passed to the Secretary of the 
Interior for his action. ‘That course was fol- 
lowed here. 


The original list was presented November 
14, 1903, but it encountered obstacles which 
led to the presentation of a substituted list 
covering the same lands on September 6, 1904. 
Both lists were presented by the company’s 
land agent, Mr. Eberlein, and were accom- 
panied by affidavits made by him stating that 
the lands selected ‘‘are not interdicted mineral’’ 
but “are of the character contemplated by 
the grant’ and that ‘the has caused’’ them 
“to be carefully examined by the agents and 
employes of said company as to their mineral 
or agricultural character, and that to the best 
of his knowledge and belief none of the lands 
returned in said list are mineral lands.’’ In 
acting on the substituted list the officers of 
the Land Department relied upon and gave 
effect to the statements in the supporting affi- 
davits, and the selections were accordingly 
approved and passed to patent. 

In truth, Mr. Eberlein had not examined the 
lands or caused them to be examined by others. 
Nor had any examination of them been made 
on behalf of the railroad company, save such 
as is inferable from the conduct of its geolo- 
gists and others presently to be noticed. 


Railroad Co. Employed Geologists 


The lands were in the Elk Hills in Kern 
county, California; were rough, semi-arid and 
unfit for cultivation; were devoid of timber, 
springs or running water, and had but little 
value for grazing. Oil had been discovered 
in that region as early as 1899 and this had 
been followed by development and production 
on an extnsive scale. In 1903 and 1904 there 
were many producing wells about twenty-five 
miles to the east and many within a much 
shorter distance to the west and south, some 
within three or four miles. The railroad com- 
pany was then maintaining a corps of geolo- 
gists—all informed by experiences in the Cali- 
fornia oil fields—and under this supervision 
was searching for, developing and producing 
oil for fuel purposes. In 1902, upon the recom- 
mendation of one of its geologists, it withdrew 
from sale many of its patented lands sur- 
rounding and adjacent to those in suit ‘‘be- 
cause they were in or near oil territory’; and 
early ‘in 1903 it entered upon a systematic 
examination of its lands in that territory 
on determine as far as can be done from 
oie ace indications and geological structure 
I ere oil is to be expected in this region.’

tion of oil. The geologists were requested to 
designate the lands to! be thus leased, and as 
a result of their investigation and recommen. 
dation several sections adjacent to and some 
immediately adjoining those in suit were in- 
cluded, The lease was to be signed on behalf 
of the railroad company by Mr. Eberlein as 
land agent, and was laid before him for that 
purpose on August 2, 1904. Perceiving at 
once that its execution would not be in accord 
with, his action in pressing the pending selec- 
tion list, he took the matter up with some of 
his superiors. 

To one he said in a letter:—‘‘We have se- 
lected a large body of lands interspersed with 
the lands sought to be conveyed by this lease, 
and which we have represented as non-mineral 
in character. Should the existence of this 
lease become known it would go a long way 
toward establishing the mineral character of 
the lands referred to, and which are still un- 
patented. We could not successfully resist a 
mineral filing after we have practically estab- 
lished the mineral character of the land. I 
would suggest delay at least until this matter 
of patent can be adjusted.’’ To the same 
officer he protested against the action of the 
geologists in examining unpatented lands be- 
cause “it was charging the company with 
notice.’’ And to another, in New York, he 
explained ‘‘all phases of the matter,’’ with the 
result that the ‘‘impropriety of the lease at 
that time’’ and the ‘‘very ambiguous position 
in which we would be placed’’ were recognized 
and he was instructed to withhold his signa- 
ture and to place and keep all correspondence 
and papers relating to the lease in a separate 
and private file not accessible to others. He 
followed the instruction and the special or 
secret file remained in his possession ‘‘until,’’ 
as he testified, ‘‘it was pried out’’ at the 
hearing. 

But notwithstanding what was brought to 
his attention through the proposed oil lease, 
Mr. Eberlein continued actively to press the 
pending selection, and when, about a month 
later, he presented the substituted selection 
list it was accompanied by affidavits wherein 
he repeated his prior representation that the 
lands were not mineral. After presenting this 
list he had a conference with the chief geolo- 
gist, which prompted the latter, when writing 
to a superior officer, to explain that ‘‘for rea- 
sons of policy regarding certain unpatented 
lands it will be best not to execute the lease 
+ + . at present.’’ 


Had Secret File for Lease Papers 


The lease was placed by Mr. Eberlein in the 
special or secret file, and some time after- 
ward, when an effort was made to find it, he 
denied all knowledge of it. The denial was 
brought to the attention of the chief geologist, 
and he at once wrote to Mr. Eberlein calling 
attention to the conference just mentioned, and 
stating:—‘‘You explained that you were rush- 
ing certain lands for final patent and that the 
immediate execution of the lease showing our 
idea of what were oil lands might interfere 
with you and we agreed to defer the execution 
until that danger was passed.’’ The chief 
geologist was a witness at the hearing, and 
when asked what danger was meant, an- 
swered:—‘The danger that these lands might 
be delayed and not be patented because of 
their mineral character.”’ 


All that has been recited thus far is proved 
so well that it is beyond dispute. Fairly con- 
sidered, it shows that when the patent was 
sought and obtained the lands had no sub- 
stantial value unless for oil mining; that the 
interest and anxiety displayed by the com- 
pany’s officers in securing the patent were 
wholly disproportionate to the value of the 
lands for any other purpose; that the lands 
lay within a recognized and productive oil 
region which the company’s geologists had 
been systematically examining to determine 
in what lands oil was to be expected, and that 
upon the advice and recommendation of its 
geologists the company was treating and deal- 
ing with adjacent and adjoining lands, of 
which it was the owner, as valuable for oil. 
Of course, among practical men the character 
—whether oil or otherwise—of these adjacent 
and adjoining lands had some bearing on the 
character of those in suit, and this was given 
pointed recognition when the company’s officers 
halted the signing of the proposed oil lease 
pending action on the selection list and caused 
the correspondence and papers relating to the 
lease to be secreted in a special and private 
file. 


Officers Did Not “‘Act in Good Faith” 


We think the natural, if not the only, con- 
clusion from all this is that in pressing the 
selection the officers of the railroad company 


were not acting in good faith, but were at- 
tempting to obtain patent by representing 
that the lands were not mineral when they 


believed the fact was otherwise. : 
The observable geological and other physical 
conditions at the time of the patent proceed- 
ings, as shown by the evidence, were as fol- 
lows:—The area called the Elk Hills was about 
six miles wide and fifteen miles long, and 
constituted an anticlinal fold or elongated 
dome, an occurrence favorable to the accum- 
ulation and retention of oil. The lands in suit 
were about its center. From five to ten miles 
to the west was the Temblor Range, the main 
uplift of that region. Along the east flank of 
that uplift for a distance of thirty miles was 
a series of outcrops or exposures of Monterey 
shales, the source of oil in California, and 
porous sandstone in which oil generally finds 
its ultimate reservoir. These strata were of 
exceptional thickness, and it was apparent that 
oil in considerable quantity had been seeping 
to wasting from the sandstone. The dip of the 
strata was towards the Elk Hills, and there 





— 


were no indications of any faulting or thinning 
in that direction. 

Between the outcrop and the Elk Hills up- 
wards of 200 wells had found the oil-bearing 
strata and were being profitably operated, 
several of the wells being on a direct line 
towards the lands in suit and within three 
or four miles of them. In and beyond the Elk 
Hills were oil seepages and other surface in- 
dications of the existence of oil in the under- 
lying strata, one of the seepages being near 
the lands in suit. Two wells had been sunk 
in the Elk Hills, but obviously had not gone 
to an adequate depth and were not productive, 
although some oil was reached by one. 


Witnesses Tell Value of Land 


Geologists and men of wide experience and 
success in oil mining—all of whom had exam- 
ined that territory and some of whom had 
been familiar with it for years—were called 
as witnesses by the government and gave it 
as their opinion, having regard to the known 
conditions in 1903 and 1904, as just outlined, 
that the lands were valuable for oil, in that 
an ordinarily prudent man, understanding the 
hazards and rewards of oil mining and desir- 
ing to engage therein for profit, would be 
justified in purchasing the lands for such 
mining and making the expenditures incident 
to their development, and in that a competent 
geologist or expert in oil mining, if employed 
to advise in the matter, would have ample 


warrant for advising the purchase and ex- 
penditure. 
Other geologists and oil operators, called 


by the company, gave it as their opinion that 
the lands were not, under the conditions stated, 
valuable for oil; but as respects the testi- 
mony of some it is apparent that they were 
indisposed to regard any lands as within that 
category untfl they were demonstrated to be 
certainly such by wells actually drilled thereon 
and producing oil in paying quantities after 
a considerable period of pumping. This is a 
mistaken test, in that it takes no account of 
geological conditions, adjacent discoveries and 
other external conditions upon which prudent 
and experienced men in the oil mining regions 
are shown to be accustomed to act and make 
large expenditures. And the testimony of 
some of these witnesses is weakened by the 
fact that their prior acts in respect of these 
lands, or others in that vicinity similarly 
situated, were not in accord with the opinions 
which they expressed. 


After considering all tne evidence, we think 
it is adequately shown that the lands were 
known to be valuable for oil when the patent 
was sought and obtained, and by this we mean 
that the known conditions at that time were 
such as reasonably to engender the belief 
that the lands contained oil of such quality 
and in such quantity as would render its 
extraction profitable and justify expenditures 
to that end. 


Government Agent’s Report No Help 
to Company 


The railroad company places some reliance 
on the fact that after the presentation of the 
original selection list before the substituted 
one was tendered a special agent of the Gen- 
eral Land Office examined the lands and re- 
ported them as non-mineral. But there is 
nothing in this that can help the company. 
The agent’s report was made in another con- 
nection and was not considered by the land 
officers when they approved the selection. It 
did not relieve the company from showing 
that the lands selected were not mineral; nor 
did the company understand that it had any 
such effect. Mr. Eberlein knew of the report 
several months before he and other officers of 
the company became troubled over the pro- 
posed oil lease and concluded that, if given 
publicity, it would endanger the pending se- 
lection. Besides, if the report could be con- 
sidered here, it would be without any real 
evidential value, for it appears from testi- 
mony given by the agent at the hearing that 
he was not a geologist or familiar with. oil 
mining and that his examination of the lands 
was at best only superficial. 

The company makes the contention that 
drilling done since the patent was issued has 
demonstrated that the lands have no value for 
oil. Assuming, without so deciding, that the 
contention would help the company if sustained 
by the evidence, we think it is not sustained. 
The drilling relied upon was done after 1909 
upon lands in the Elk Hills other than those 
in suit Several wells were started and not 
more than three were successful. The three 
were the only ones that were drilled in favor- 
able locations and to an adequate depth, and 
they penetrated oil sands of considerable 
thickness and produced a large quantity of 
oil, but were shut down for reasons not made 
clear by the record. They were drilled by an 
oil company which was controlled by the rail- 
road company. The other wells failed for 
reasons which prevent the outcome from hav- 
ing any significance here. In some the drill- 
ing was not carried to an adequate depth be- 
cause the right to proceed was thought to be 
uncertain by reason of an executive with- 
drawal of the lands. 

We conclude that the application of prior 
decisions to the case made by the evidence 


entitles the government to the relief sought, 
as was held by the District Court.

Cities Service Co. Increases Capital 


_An increase of the capital stock of the 
Cities Service Co. was approved on Mon- 
day last by stockholders in meeting at 
Dover, Del. The issue will consist of 
$100.000,000 second preferred stock of 
which $40,000,000 will be of $10 par 
value, known as preference B stock, and 
$60,000,000 at $100 par value, known as 
preference BB stock. Only $3,000,000 of 
this stock will be presently issued and 
this will be the preference B issue. 


It was officially announced that the 
offering of 300,000 shares of preference B 
stock of $10 par value made by the Cit- 
ies Service Co. to its stockholders which 
oe game yesterday was fully sub- 
scribed. 


Stockholders also approved an amend- 
ment to the charter of the company pro- 
viding for the right of the company to 
redeem all or any part of the present 
preferred stock at $1.12 and of the sec- 
ond preferred stock at $1.06, also an 
amendment in respect to the investment 
from the proceeds of securities junior to 
the preferred stock.

CHARGE ANSWERED 


Texas Co. Files Reply to Com- 
plaint of Federal Trade

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 
The Texas Co. has filed its answer to 
the complaint issued against it by the 
Federal Trade Commission alleging un- 
fair business methods in the matter of 
the leasing and loaning of oil and gaso- 
line pumps and containers on 
dealing contracts, 
The company denies that it is engaged 
in Interstate commerce in the marketing 
of its petroleum products or in tne leas-

ing of containers, but admits indulging 
in the pump practice and defends its 
actions in the following words:— 
Respondent admits that within the last four 
years it has leased and that it continues to 
lease to its customers for nominal considera- 
tion the devices aforesaid, and that the rentals 
received do not represent reasonable returns 
on investment in the devices, but it denies 
that the purpose, intent or effect was or is to 
suppress, stifle or lessen competition, either 
in the sale ef products or in the Sale, lease or 
loan of devices or equipment for storing’ and 
handling products, or to injure competitors 


who sell such products or devices, or to cre- 
ate a monopoly, It denies that only a small 
proportion of the dealers in gasoline and refined 
oil under such agreements and understandings 
deal also in similar products of its competitors, 
or that only a small proportion of such deal- 
ers require or use more than a single p 
outfit in the conduct of their business. it 
denies that there are numerous competitors in 
the sale of such products who are unable to 
enter into such lease agreements or urder- 
standings because of the large. amount of in- 
vestment required. It admits that there are 
numerous others engaged in the manufacture 
and sale of the aforesaid devices who do not 
deal in refined oil and gasoline and therefore 
do not sell or lease such devices on the basis 
aforesaid, but it denies that they are com- 
petitors of respondent and says that they ob- 
tain a larger market by selling to the various 
companies marketing refined oil and gasoline 
than they would if the latter class should be 
prohibited from the practices complained of. 
It denies that its competitors have lost cus- 
tomers as a result of these practices save only 
those customers whom in the course of healthy 
commerce they should have lost. 

Respondent further says that it is true sub- 
stantially as alleged in the complaint that its 
contracts covering the lease of devices provide 
that they shall be used for no purpose other 
than the storage and handling of petroleum 
products purchased or to be purchased from 
respondent, and respondent attaches hereto its 
printed form of contract and makes the same 
a part of this answer. 

Respondent further says that in these con- 
tracts or in connection with them there is no 
agreement express or implied restricting or 
restraining the customer from purchasing or 
dealing in the products of others; that re- 
spondent was not the first to inaugurate the 
policy of thus leasing devices, and such being 
the practice of its competitors it would have 
been at a great disadvantage had it not 
adopted the same or some similar policy; and 
there being nothing immoral or contrary to 
public policy in those practices of respondent, 
: = simply an exercise of the liberty of con- 
ract.

OIL LEASING BILL 


Indorsed by Gifford Pinchot — No 
Action Until Next Session 


of Congress 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 


The oil leasing bill as passed by the 
House of Representatives has been 
strongly indorsed by Gifford Pinchot, 
former United States Forester, and later 
president of the National Conservation 
Congress. He has written a letter to 
Chairman Sinnott of the House Commit- 
tee on Public Lands in which he ex- 
presses the hope that the act as it finally 
emerges from the Conference Committee 
will be as much like the House bill as 
practicable. 


Congress adjourned without taking ac- 
tion. There have been one or two meet- 
ings of the Conference Committee on the 
bill, but Senatorial members of the com- 
mittee have been too busy with the peace 
treaty to give much time to the oil leas- 
ing bill. he measure therefore cannot 
be seriously taken up by the Conference 
Committee until the next session of Con- 
gress, beginning in December. 

Mr. Pinchot’s letter is as follows :— 


I have just gone over the mineral 
bill as passed by the House. While it contains 
some provisions with which I am not in ac- 
cord, in my opinion it is the best leasing meas- 
ure that has passed either House. On the 
whole it follows the conservation principle laid 
down by Theodore Roosevelt. To you, the 
members of your committee and to the House 
are due the thanks of the friends of conserva- 
tion. I have strong hope that the Conference 
Committee and the Senate will concur in your 
good work.

or had become unnecessarily stringent and 
1 der existing conditions would, if universally 
ad ted, unnecessarily restrict the total pro- 
duction of motor gasoline in this country. A 
oange in specifications was requested. ‘ 
The specifications adopted by the Comm ttee 
Standardization of Petroleum Specifications 
October 1918, under the U. S, Fuel Adminis- 
tration, promulgated in Bulletin No. 1, were 
drafted to cover Federal purchases of motor 
soline for domestic and military uses, and 
Cerresented a grade equivalent to the larger 
wiportion of motor gasolines being marketed 
In this country in the calendar years 1917 and 
1918. Although these specifications had been 
drafted solely for government use they were, 
nevertheless, voluntarily adopted by several 
States and municipalities as standards for the 
sale of motor gasoline. In recognition of the 
fact that whatever the intent or opinions of 
this committee the specifications were likely to 
be prescribed as standards in laws enacted by 
various legislative bodies to govern the sale 
of gasoline to the public, the committee deemed 
it advisable to propose only such specifications 
as would be reasonably satisfactory in use and 
if adopted universally would not too greatly 
restrict the total —— supply, and thus be 
al to the public good. 
ne eraniates was faced with the problem 
of determining what was a practical specifi- 
cation for motor gasoline, having regard to the 
total available supply and to satisfactory use 
in the motor. Obviously both these factors are 
changing, and it was fully recognized that the 
system of devising specifications must be flex- 
ible and permit revision from time to time as 
changing conditions of supply and use war- 
ranted. The difficulties of determining what 
was a satisfactory gasoline were also recog- 
nized. There could be no absolute standard 
because of varying conditions of use, such as 
engine construction and conditions, lubrica- 
tion, climatic conditions, the personality of the 
driver, and many other elements, but the speci- 
fications could cover what experience had 
proved to be generally satisfactory under con- 
ditions as they exist today. 


Survey of Gasoline Marketed 


To obtain information on the subject the 
Bureau of Mines made a survey of the gasoline 
marketed throughout the entire country, and 
collected through its agents a total of 836 
samples, covering practically all the types of 
gasoline produced and sold. Samples were 
obtained in every State, and included the prod- 
ucts of all refineries of sufficient size to be of 
importance in the aggregate supply. The data 
collected in this survey are believed to be the 
most comprehensive now available with regard 
to the grades and quality of motor fuel now 
on the market. 


Order by the President 


The President, under date of July 31, 1918, 
issued the following order:— 


Whereas, In order to avoid duplication of 
effort and in the interest of economy and 
e more efficient concentration of the gov- 
emment and for the better utilization of 
resources and industries, it is desirable that 
there shall be a standardization of specifica- 
tions for the supply of petroleum and its 
@roducts to the United States Government; 
Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, Presi- 
dent of the United States, by virtue of the 
authority vested in me as Chief Executive, 
and by virtue of the powers conferred on 
me by the act of Congress, entitled ‘‘An act 
authorizing the President to co-ordinate or 
consolidate executive bureaus, agencies, and 
offices, and for other purposes, in the inter- 
est of economy and the more efficient con- 
centration of the government,’’ approved 
May 20, 1918, do hereby order that the 
functions, power and duty of preparing and 
adopting specifications for the supply of 
petroleum and its products to any and all 
departments, bureaus, agencies, and offices 
of the government be transferred to and ex- 
ercised by the United States Fuel Adminis- 
trator. The United States Fuel Administra- 
tor shall exercise such functions, powers and 
duties through a Committee on Standardiza- 
tion of Petroleum Specifications which shall 
composed of the following members: A 
fhairman, who shall be appointed by the 
baited States Fuel Administrator; one mem- 
on shall be appointed by the Secretary 
rs ar; one member who shall be appointed 
wa the Secretary of the Navy; one member

With the data of the Bureau of Mines, which 
represented the results of the tests of a total 
of 836 samples of gasoline collected through- 
out the country, the Technical Sub-Committee 
on the Standardization of Petroleum Specifi- 
cations met in the conference room of the 
Bureau of Mines, on Monday, September 29, 
1919, to consider recommending a change in 
the specifications of motor gasoline and to 
consider lubricating oil specifications. The 
result of this meeting was to recommend back 
to the Committee on Standardization of 
Petroleum Specifications the adoption of the 
methods of tests and specifications as herein- 
after indicated. 


A public invitation was extenaed to all in- 
terested representatives of the trade to be 
present at an informal meeting of the Sub- 
committee, at 10:30 a. m., September 29, 
1919. The meeting was held for the purpose 
of discussing the proposed revision of the old 
recommendations and receiving such sugges- 
tions as might be offered from the trade. 


The Committee on Standardization of 
Petroleum Specifications, after considering the 
report of the Technical Sub-Committee, ap- 
proved its findings, whereupon the Committee 
on Standardization of Petroleum Specifications 
adopted the methods of test and specifications 
on the commodities as shown below in full. 

Those members of the committee who gave 
their approval were as follows: H. H. Hill, 
Admiral R. 8S. Griffin, Captain F. M. Sander- 
son, Dr. C. W. Waidner and H. L. Doherty. 
Not voting: C. B. Young. 


Preliminary Changes 


1. The end point of gasoline to be raised to 
225° C (487° F). 

2. The 90 per cent. point of gasoline to be 
raised to 190° C (374° F). 

3. The’reading at the 45 per cent. point to 
be replaced by the reading at the 50 per cent. 
point, and the temperature raised 5° C (9° F). 

4. All reference to gravity to be eliminated 
from all specifications for lubricating oils. 


REVISED SPECIFICATIONS 
FOR MOTOR GASOLINE 


QUALITY:—Gasoline to be high grade, re- 
fined, and free from water and all impuri- 
ties, and shall have a vapor tension not 
greater than ten pounds per square inch at 
00° F. temperature, same to be determined 
in accordance with the current ‘‘Rules and 
regulations for the transportation of explo- 
sives and other dangerous articles by freight,’’ 
as issued by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 


INSPECTION :—Before acceptance, the gaso- 
line will be inspected. Samples of each lot 
will be taken at random, ‘These samples im- 
mediately after drawing will be retained in a 
clean, absolutely tight closed vessel and a 
sample for test taken from the mixture in 
this vessel directly into the test vessel. 


SPECIFICATIONS :— 

(a) Boiling point must not be higher than 
60° C. (140° F.) 

(b) 20% of: the sample must distill below 
105° C. (221° F.) 

(c) 50% must distill below 140° C. (284° F.) 

(d) 90% must distill below 190° C. (374° F, 

(e) The end or dry point of distillation must 
not be higher than 225° C. (437° F.) 

(f) Not less than 95% of the liquid will be 
recovered in the receiver from the dis- 
tillation. 


TEST:—One hundred cubic centimeters will 
be taken as a test sample. The apparatus 
and method of conducting the distillation 
test shall be that adopted by Sub-Committee 
XI of Committee D-1 of the American So- 
ciety for Testing Materials', with the follow- 
ing modifications: 

First: The temperature shall be read against 
fixed percentage points; and, Second: The 
thermometer shall be as hereinafter described. 


Flask 


The flash used shall be the standard 100 


c. ec. Engler flask, described in the various 
textbooks on petroleum. Dimensions are as 
follows:—

above the surface of the gasoline when the 
flask contains its charge of 100 c. c. The tube 
is approximately in the middle of the neck. 
The observance of the prescribed dimensions 
is considered essential to the attainment of 
uniformity of results. 

The flask shall be supported on a ring of 
asbestos having a circular opening 1% inches 
in diameter; this means that only this lim- 
ited portion of the flask is to be heated. The 
use of wire gauze is forbidden. 


Condenser 


‘The condenser shall consist of a thin-walled

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tube of metal (brass or copper) %-inch internal 
diameter and 22 inches long. It shall be set 
at an angle of 75 — from the perpendicular 
and shall be surrounded with a cooling jacket 
of the trough type. The lower end of the con- 
denser shall be cut off at an acute angle and 
shall be curved down for a length of 8 inches. 
The condenser jacket shall be 15 inches long. 


Thermometer 


The Thermometer shall be made of selected 
enamel-backed tubing having a diameter be- 
tween 5.5 and 7 mm. The bulb shall be of 
Jena normal or Corning normal glass, its 
diameter shall be less than that of the stem, 
and its length between 10 and 15 mm. The 
total length of the thermomter shall be approx- 
imately 380 mm. The range shall cover 0 deg. 
Cc. (82 — F.) to 270 deg. C. (518 deg. F.), 
with the length of the graduated portion be- 
tween the limits of 210 to 250 mm. The point 
marking a temperature of 35 deg. C. (95 deg. 
F.) shall not be less than 100 mm. nor more 
than 120 mm. from the top of the bulb. For 
commercial use the thermometer may be grad- 
uated in the Fahrenheit scale. 


The scale shall be graduated for total im- 
mersion. The accuracy must be within about 
0.5 deg. C. The space above the meniscus 
must be filled with an inert gas, such as 
nitrogen, and the stem and bulb must be 
thoroughly aged and annealed before being 
graduated. 


Source of Heat in Gasoline Distillation 


The source of heat in distilling gasoline may 
be a gas burner, an alcohol lamp, or an elec- 
tric heater. 


Procedure and Details of Manipulation 
in Conducting Distillations 


1. If an electric heater is used it is started 
first to warm it. 

2. The condenser box is filled with water 
containing a liberal portion of cracked ice. 

8. The charge of gasoline is measured into 
the clean, dry Engler flask from a 100 c.c. 
graduate. The graduate is used as a receiver 
for distillates without any drying. This pro- 
cedure eliminates errors due to incorrect scal- 
ing of graduates and also avoids the creation 
of an apparent distillation loss due to the im- 
possibility of draining the gasoline entirely 
from the graduate. 

4. The above-mentioned graduate is placed 
under the lower end of the condenser tube so 
that the latter extends downward below the 
top of the graduate at least one inch. The 
condenser tube should be so shaped and bent 
that the tip can touch the wall of the grad- 
uate on the side adjacent to the condenser 
box. This detail permits distillates to run 
down the side of the graduate and avoids dis- 
turbance of the meniscus caused by the falling 
of drops. The graduate is moved occasionally 
to permit the operator to ascertain that the 
speed of distillation is right, as indicated by 
the rate at which drops fall. The proper rate 
is from 4 c.c. to 5 c.c. per minute, which is 
approximately two drops a second. The top 
of the graduate is covered, preferably by 
several thicknesses of filter paper, the con- 
denser tube passing through a snugly fitting 
opening. This minimizes evaporation losses 
due to circulation of air through the grad- 
uate and also excludes any water that may 
drip down the outside of the condenser tube 
on account of condensation on the ice-cooled 
condenser box. e 


5. A boiling stone (a bit of unglazed proce- 
lain or other porous material) is dropped into 
the gasoline in the Engler flask. The thermom- 
eter is equipped with a well-fitted cork and 
its bulb covered with a thin film of absorbent 
cotton (preferably the long-fibered variety sold 
for surgical dressing). The quantity of cotton 
used shall be not less than 0. nor more 
than 0.010 g. (5 to 10 milligrams). The ther- 
mometer is fitted into the flask with the bulb 
just below the lower level of the side neck 
opening. The flask is connected with the con- 
denser tube. 

6. Heat must be so applied that the first 
drop of the gasoline falls from the end of the 
condenser tube in not less than five or more 
than ten minutes. The initial boiling point is 
the temperature shown by the thermometer 
when the first drop falls from the end of the 
condenser tube into the graduate. The operator 
should not allow himself to be deceived as 
sometimes (if the condenser tube is not dried 
from a previous run) a drop will be obtained 
and it will be sometime before a second one 
falls; in this case the first drop should be 
ignored. The amount of heat is then increased 
so that the distillation proceeds at a rate of 
from 4 c.c. to 5 c.c. per minute. The ther- 
mometer is read as each of the selected per- 
centage marks is reached. The maximum boil- 
ing point or dry point is determined by con- 
tinuing the heating after the flask bottom has 
boiled dry until the column of mercury reaches 
a maximum and then starts to recede con- 
sistently. 

7. Distillation loss {is determined as fol- 
lows:—The condenser tube is allowed to drain 
for at least five minutes after heat is shut off, 
and a final reading taken of the quantity of 
distillate collected in the receiving graduate. 
The distillation flask is removed from the con- 
denser and thoroughly cooled as soon as it can 
be handled. The condensed residue is poured 
into a small graduate or graduated test tube 
and its volume measured. The sum of its 
volume and the volume collected in the re- 
ceiving graduate, subtracted from 100 c.c., 
gives the figure for distillation loss.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21, 1919. 


The following statement taken from 
the latest report of Vice-Consul Charles 
G. Winslow stationed at Auckland, New 
Zaland, shows promising petroleum de- 
posits in the islands. Vice-Consul Wins- 
low says :— 

New Zealand has several promising sources 
from which oil can be obtained, the principal 
ones being petroleum wells, shale deposits and 
kaurl swamp peat. It was stated to the 
committee that the Anglo-Persian Oil Co. had 
fered to form a syndicate having a capital 
of, say £100,000 (the New Zealand Government 
‘o take one-half interest) if satisfactory ar- 
rangements could be made for controlling 
kely oll fields, to geologically examine and 
test these areas; and, if the test operations 
afforded satisfactory results, the Anglo-Per- 
sian Oil Co. would form another syndicate or 
mpany having a capital of, say, £500,000 
(the New Zealand Government to take one- 
f interest) to produce, refine and market oil

ers and the Henry L. Doherty Co. of 
New York, of which the Empire Gas & 
Fuel Co. is_ subsidiary. 

Although it was known that the test, 
which was closely watched by oil men 
from all over the Mid-continent field, 
was successful in every particular, the 
report of S. B. Severson, head of the 
electrical engineering department, giving 
all the details as to cost, has just been 
made public. 


The Stokes well, which is in the El 
Dorado, Kansas, field, was the first to 
be drilled in the State by electricity, al- 
though hundreds of Empire wells have 
been pumped for several months by mo- 


tor. 
Perfect Control 


“In the past attempts have been made 
to use electric motor equipment for deep 
drilling wells,” said Mr. Severson, “but 
it has been only within the last year or 
two that much success has been attained. 
A number of wells have been drilled 
with electric motors in various parts of 
the world. The question of motor has 
been readily solved, but the perfect con- 
trol necessary to satisfy all conditions 
in the drilling operations has been diffi- 
cult to obtain. 


“Results obtained in the drilling of 
Stokes No. 27 and a _ subsequent well 
show conclusively that a combination of 
motor and control apparatus has been 
perfected to a degree that causes even 
experienced drillers to say electric drill- 
ing is superior to steam. Reports from 
operation give ample proof that the trial 
was satisfactory and successful.” 


Drillers Easily Taught 


The veteran driller, it was _ believed, 
would not take kindly to the new method. 
This did not prove to be the case. In a 
short time both crews became so familiar 
with the electric apparatus that the serv- 
ices of an electrician were hardly needed. 
This was the experience of J. G. Dick- 
inson, who was stationed at the Stokes 
well and who made a general report. He 
says :— 

“The maintenance of the. electrical 
drilling equipment on Stokes No, 27 
consisted principally of attention to the 
contact fingers and segments in the main 
controller, due to the fact that these 
parts become pitted by the arcing 
caused in reversing the motor and pre- 
vented the fingers from making a good 
contact. This condition would not require 
the constant attention of an electrician, 
but could be handled by the regular in- 
spector on his daily visit, and in the 
event of more serious trouble, the trouble 
man of the electrical department could 
be summoned. 


Extra Man Not Needed 


“The driller and tool dresser became 
familiar enough with the electrical equip- 
ment during the test to be practically in- 
dependent of outside assistance, so that 
electrical drilling equipment will not re- 
quire the services of an extra man. 

“On two or three occasions fuses were 
replaced, but at no time was there any 
serious trouble. The principal delays in- 
curred during the test were caused by 
rig equipment and on one occasion by 
the shortage of 6% casing. These de- 
lays were unavoidable. 

“While the operations during the test 
covered a period of 60 days, the actual 
drilling was accomplished in 30 days, 
and the only water required for the test 
was the water used in the hole for mix- 
ing the drillings. 

“The controllers were so arranged 
that they provided the motor with 80 
different speed variations. The control- 
lers were operated by steel cable lines 
from levers on the ‘headache’ post. The 
weight of the motor was approximately 
two tons. ° 

“An ammeter was located in the der- 
vick close to the ‘headache’ post, and 
showed the driller the amount of power 
he was using. During drilling opera- 
tions in hard lime where the tools got 
a good rebound, it required 50 to 60 
amperes or from 30 to 35 horse power.

Kentucky Fields 


The scarcity of casing and the muddy roads 
are having some effect upon the work through- 
out the Kentucky field. The most harmful thing 
at this time is the litigation over titles and this 
alone makes work lag, as nothing can be done 
on leases until the titles are perfected. The 
Kentucky titles are the worst mixed up mess 
ever seen. Some of the lands fail to show on 
the records, deeds never having been recorded, 
and that where people have lived upon them 
for forty years or more, showing the careless- 
ness of the supposed owners. 


One of the rapid coming counties for devel- 
opment work is Warren county, of which Bowl- 
ing Green is the county seat. This thriving 
city has become the headquarters of the West- 
ern Kentucky flelds and will soon have a re- 
fining plant which will be put up by_ the 
American Producing & Refining Co. of Brad- 
ford, Pa., which recently purchased the pipe- 
line system of the American Pipeline Co. An- 
other refinery and pipeline is being projected 
by the Atlanta Producing & Refining Co., 
which has just purchased a fifty-acre site for 
a plant along the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad, near the town of Bowling Green. 
The Indian Refining Co., which has been han- 
dling oil from Allen county for the past two 
years, is increasing its pipeline mileage to all 
parts of the county and expects soon to be in 
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shape to handle about the entire output of the 
county. 

There is unusual excitement in Warren coun- 
ty over late developments. About four miles 
northwest of the city of Bowling Green the 
Black Jack Oil Co.’s well on the Davenport 
tract is reported good for 100 barrels, South 
of the city about the same distance Wright 
& Shrout have drilled two shallow holes at 
depths varying from 225 to 250 feet on the 
Thomas and Covington tracts, and both are 
showing for better than a _ hundred barrels 
each, Fifteen miles east of the city and along 
the Warren-Allen county line, on the Ewing 
Willoughby tract, Daiber, Whitney & Co., 
Ohio oil operators, a few days ago drilled in 
and shot Nos. 1, 2 and 3, and they are all 
good wells, making nice showings, but what 
they will produce will not be known until 
they are tubed and put on the pump. This is 
among the best looking leases in the county, 
containing 365 acres and room for over three 
hundred wells. There are now close to a 
hundred machines at work in Warren county, 
close to 200 in Allen county, about eighty in 
Barren county and close to twenty in Simpson 
county, the four counties being the most active 
in Kentucky at this time, outside of the Lee 
county field.

INDIANA 


One must not for a minute think that In- 
diana is a back number as an oil field, for 
such is not the case. Development work of 
the latter 80’s and early 90's only touched a 
part of what will ere long be the real Indiana 
field. The old Trenton Limestone section of 
the field, that was credited with so many 
gushers during the early years, is by no means 
played out, as there still remain thousands of 
good locations yet to drill, and no doubt the 
same old-time field can be extended in more 
ways than one, Some very good wells are 
being found in the Oakland City and Prince- 
ton fields, and there is a wide scope of ter- 
ritory untested in the southern half of the 
State that may prove just as productive as 
did the older field. The time and the drill 
can only determine this, but the structures 
are there, and no doubt they contain an 
abundance of oil. In the Loogoottee field in 
Martin county some years ago a little excite- 
ment broke out, but as the wells were not 
very large the attention of the oil people was 
drawn away from the field as other and more 
productive flelds were being developed. Some 
paying wells have been recently found there 
ont others are drilling or getting ready to 
rill. 

Another spot that is attracting attention in 
the southern section of the State is where 
some development work was done twenty or 
more years ago, and that is in the territory 
around Birdseye. There is now a little ex- 
citement ther€;-and the fact that a number of 
tests are to be drilled may pave the way for 
another Indiana oil excitement. That there is 
an oil field in Spencer county there is no 
doubt among those familiar with the past 
development made there. Several wells were 
drilled there years ago and some of them 
pumped as high as 25 barrels a day, which is 
considered a good production at present oil 
prices.

the stills inside of the next six months. 

Construction of its own pipeline to the Bull 
Bayou pool is projected and possibly to the 
Claiborne field, and provision is being made 
for the purchase of proven acreage in the 
Bull Bayou and Claiborne fields and of other 
territory upon the recommendation of geolo- 
gists as presenting a reasonable prospect for 
production of oil and gas. 


Railroad to Relieve Claiborne 


Solution of the problem of congested railroad 
facilities serving the Claiborne field may be 
accomplished by the building of a line from 
Homer to a connection with the V. 8S. & P. 
and the L. & A. at Sibley. This is looked 
upon as the most feasible method of securing 
relief for the present situation, and a meeting 
of capitalists and representative business men 
of Homer and Shreveport has been held, at 
which it was found that those present were 
favorable to the proposition made by the Roe- 
buck Finance Co., which is prepared to furnish 
a bond guaranteeing to build the road and 
have it ready for operation in the early spring, 
provided a bonus of $20,000 is contributed by 


Shreveport. It is predicted that the amount 
will be subscribed at another meeting which 
has been called, and that provision will thus 
be made for greatly needed facilities in con- 
nection with development of the Homer dis- 
trict. 

Completion of three wells in the Claiborne 
field with a combined production of 50,000 
barrels added to initial production of over 


77,000 barrels during the previous four weeks 


brings the question of transportation of pro- 
duction from this pool to a crisis, especially 
in view of the fact that there has been a 


steady decrease in the amount of oil marketed 
from that district as shown by average daily 
pipeline runs. The pipeline run has now gone 
down so low that it indicates unquestionably 
that practically all wells in the district are 
choked to almost a shut-in status. 

Some relief in the situation will be afforded 


by the completion at Homer of the Union 
Refinery & Pipeline Co. refinery which will 
have a daily capacity of 3,000 barrels, and 
have its own pipelines direct to production. 
Exrection of a third unit in its plant at Oil 
City will give in a short time a capacity of 


3,000 barrels from that refinery, and the com- 
pany is planning to organize its own produc- 
tion department and proceed with development 
of leases already purchased.

S. P. Starts Eleven New Wells 


Oil field operations reported during the past 
week show 31 new wells started, as com- 
pared to 19 during the previous week. This 
is the largest number of new wells reported 
in any one week during 1919. The total new 
wells this year are 598, as compared with 627 
at the same date last year. 

Of the 31 notices, eleven were filed by the 
Ss. P, Fuel Oil Department in the Midway 
field and seven by the American Petroleum 
Company in the Coalinga field, both in the 
Valley scction. The fact that the government 
has failed to appeal the decision handed down 
in favor of the S. P. regarding the suit for 
the clear title of the latter’s oil properties 
in the Circuit Court gives evidence that the 
suit has practically been won by the S. P. 
This is the stimulating motive for all the 
present action and all indications point to a 
still more extensive drilling campaign. TEight 
of the new wells will be started on section 
1-32-23, which is recognized as the cream 
of the whole Midway field. The S, P. has sev- 
eral excell@nt wells already producing on this 
section, one of which has flowed constantly 
for four years with no sign of fcreign matter 
in the oil. The production of the company, 
as well as the whole field, will be augmented 
considerably by these eight new wells. The 
other three wells are on three different  sec- 
tions, 5-3 4 near the old Lakeview No. 2 
gusher, 9-32-24 and 7-32-24. 


Coalinga Field Shows Activity 


The fact that seven new wells will be started 
by the American at Coalinga, all on section 
6-20-15, and one each by the S. P. on section 
11- 5, Zier on section 23-20-14 and Shell on 
section 27-19-15 indicates that the Coalinga 
field is in the throes of some intense devel- 
opment. More wells were started in the Valley 
section last week than has been recorded for 
a single week in two years. 

The report shows the south to have had a 
normally active week, two wells having been 
started in the Richfield district, two at Monte- 




















bello and one at Hollywood. The latter is 
a wildcat venture and is located on section 
34-1-14. 


Tests for water shutoff numbered 14, as com- 
pared to 22 during the previous week. Yearly 
total to date, 981; total to same date last 
year, 1,093.

Athabaska Operations 


There has been very little actual work done 
in the Athabaska district of Northern Alberta 
this year, and that work has now been brought 
to a practical standstill by the early winter. 
William Pickles, in charge of the Alberta gov- 
ernment’s salt-drilling outfit at McMurray, has 
been forced to discontinue operations till the 
spring. The fires have been drawn and the rig 
boarded up securely. The drill is in a good 
solid formation, having passed the quicksands 
and put the top casing down about 7U feet. 
Mr. Pickles is taking out several tons of as- 
phalt from the outcroppings on Hangingstone 
Creek, which will be shipped to the University 
of Alberta at Edmonton for experimental pur- 
poses. 

James D. Tait of Edmonton is also reported 
to have shut down operations for the winter 
on the Northern Exploration Co. tests on 
Horse Creek, close to McMurray. Some work 
has been done on the installation of an electric 
heating system for treating the heavy oils in 
several of the shallow holes, but the experi- 
ment will not be in shape to actually try out 
till the spring of 1920. 

The A. F. A. Coyne Co. 
planning extensive development work in the 
Athabaska field next spring. Mr. Coyne re- 
cently visited England and is reported to have 
secured strong backing from British capital, 
as a result of which six outfits will be taken 
into the Athabaska country next spring. W. R. 
Martin of Medicine Hat, who did practically 
all the drilling in the Bow Island and Viking 
&@s fields, has the contract for the Athabaska 
development work and it is reported that the 
tentative arrangements contemplate a compre- 
hensive program of development covering five 
years. Mr. Martin will leave this month for 
England to complete arrangements for the 
s@son's work. A. F. A. Coyne has secured a 
franchise to supply natural gas to the town of 
Athabaska, work to be commenced in the 
spring of 1920 and gas to be delivered by the 
fall of the same year. : 


Completes Inspection Tour

Charles Orrin Stillman, president of Im- 
perial Oil, Ltd., is just completing a tour

Commencing 
at Halifax a few weeks ago, Mr. Stillman’s 
tour took him clear across the continent to 
Vancouver. He was accompanied by W. B. 
Ellsworth, general superintendent; A. M. 
McQueen, vice president; Victor Ross, di- 
rector; Thomas Montgomery, chief engi- 
neer; Leo McCloskey, statistician, and A. 
Flemming, secretary to Mr. Stillman. 


_In the course of an interview at Edmon- 
tion Mr. Stillman said:—‘'The petroleum sit- 
uation in the West, so far as we are con- 
cerned, is developing satisfactorily, although 
there is yet no oil production in the coun- 
try sufficient to make any appreciable dif- 
ference in the situation. What we had 
hoped to do when we commenced was, first 
of all, to get a thorough geological survey 
of the province of Alberta, and to follow 
this up as quickly as was consistent with 
good business by drilling. We have five 
rigs in place, three of which are already 
working very satisfactorily, and we have 
more to come. We have spent quite a large 
amount of money, but consider that we have 
got very fair encouragement from the re- 
sults of our researchers, and we are pre- 
pared to go along next year with an en- 
larged program. 

“I suppose the people of Alberta are fully 
alive to what the development of the oil 
fields would mean to this province. I do 
not think it a stretch of the imagination to 
assume that in the event of such a field as 
the Burkburnett being struck here the pop- 
ulation of Alberta would double within the 
year and that a very significant alteration 
of Canada’s trade balance would immediate- 
ly take place As you know, Canada is 
spending something like $70,000,000 for coal 
every year in the United States and is im- 
porting a tremendous percentage of her oil

Decree Laws Cause Uneasiness 


The recent decree laws by which the law of 
consolidation has been suspended, and which 
has placed new drilling operations under reg- 
ulations to be established later on, have caused 
a certain uneasiness among the operators. If 
these measures are not abrogated or modified 
shortly they will have prejudicial consequences 
for our petroleum industry. In order to main- 
tain our production, it is absolutely necessary 
to develop the drilling work, otherwise our 
production cannot be maintained for a long 
time at its present level, as new producing 
wells must replace the decrease in production 
which is natural for old wells which have been 
producing for a long time and therefore be- 
come exhausted. 

Now, it cannot 
will be willing to risk large capital in new 
drilling work while they are ignorant of the 
regulations under which they are working: and 
cannot foresee what may happen. Therefore, 
it is of the greatest importance for the gov- 
ernment and for the Roumanian petroleum 
industry that this question receive a quick 
and equitable solution. 


Crude Oil Prices Increase 


The crude oil prices have been firm and in 
steady increase. Bushtenari crude was quoted 
at 20 lei per 100 kilos, owing to the fact that 
the production of this field is in continual de- 
crease, very little drilling work being done 
there. Laicoi crude was in good demand at 
18.50 to 19 lei per 100 kilos There was no 
quotation for Moreni crude, as it came rarely 
in the market 

The Arbanashi crude found partially a mar- 
ket with the Buzau refineries at much higher 
prices, same being 22 to 24 lei per 100 kilos. 
But the small Buzau refineries cannot absorb 
all the production of this field, the greater

Fuel Oil Burning Considered for 
Trenton Municipal Water 
Pumping Station 

TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 21, 1919. 

The shortage of bituminous coal in 
Trenton, due to the miners’ strike, and 
because of the nuisance created by 
smoke, City Commissioner Fell, of this 
city, who is in charge of the municipal 
water pumping station, is seriously con- 
sidering using oil for fuel at the station. 


This kind of fuel is now being utilized in 
many manufacturing plants in place of 
soft coal, and very high efficiency and 
economy is being claimed for it. Com- 
missioner Fell along with Superintend- 
ent Aivin LBugbee, of the Trenton Water 
Department, are considering the _ initial 
cost of using oil at the station, which 
will develop from changes to be made to 
the fireboxes of the furnaces at the plant. 


If it is proved to the satisfaction of 
these city officials that oil will be more 
economical and efficient, it, in all prob- 
ability, will be brought into play at the 
pumping station. The nuisance from the 
smoke at the station, which has been 
frequently complained of by residents of 
this city, will then be eliminated.
